JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 


Advices from this port by the mails delivered on Saturday night 
extend to the 5th September. The outward English mail of July 
3rd arrived in Yokohama on the 24th September. The latest Lon- 
don telegrams received were to the 3lst July, brought via New 
York and San Francisco by the Pacific mail steamer Japan, which - 
arrived on the 26th September. ‘ 

The Japan Times thus sums up the news of the fortnight :— 

The political situation has undergone no change. The North- 
ern rebels are reported to be waiting for the winter, to which 
they trust for starving the Mikado’s troops out of Yedo, and, 
judging from the recent change in the appearance of that city, 
the possibility of the Imperialists abandouing it is not altogether 
chimerical. The mint and arsenal have both been transported to 
Osaka, the greater part of the palaces of the Daimios are dis- 
mantled, the hinges and heavy bronze ornaments torn off 
the doors, and in many cases the inner houses pulled down, 
and their stone and timber sold to builders. A landslip had 
occurred at an important point in the second wall of the 
castle, where a breach now exists of some forty or fifty rods 
in width, the debris from which has fallen down and shal- 
lowed the moat. No attempt is being made to repair this, nor 
the many minor damages which the walls and guard-houses suf- 
fered during the heavy rains of July. Very large numbers of the 

ple have been sent down to the South, merchants, artisans, and 
lesourera and crowds of others have left of their own accord. We 
shall not be surprised to find the Mikado’s troops leaving the 
lace during the coming winter; but if they do, they will pro- 
ably leave it in ashes, and future visitors to Japan will qnly be 
shown the spot where Yedo was. 

Tt is but a month ago since we detailed at some length a few 
of the grievances which foreign residents had against the officials 
of. the new Government. On the 25th inst. one of these inter- 
ferences with native servants in foreign employ reached its climax 
in an assault upon @ groom in the service of the Prussian char 
@ affaires, M. von Brandt, who chanced to be driving through the 
main street of the Japanese town in his phaeton, with his 
“betto” sitting as usual behind him in the rumble, when he 
came up with the train of Higashi Kuze Saki No Chiujo, who 
represents the Board for Foreign Affairs here. M. von Brandt’s 
carriage was stopped, and his “betto” ordered to descend and 
perform obeisance to the Japanese noble, as all the other 
native passers by were doing. To this the Minister could 
hardly he expected to submit, but he had to choose be- 
tween driving on and forcing his way through a num- © 
ber of Saaee no very dignified proceeding, or protesting 
against the indignity to which he was subjected and reserving ~ 
his action for a future period. The latter course he wisely adopted. 
His betto was then compelled to leave the carriage and perform 
the customary salute, and M. Von Brandt proceeded on his way. 
He at once demanded an apology and the punishment of the two 
samurai who dragged his betio from his seat, and in this he is 
believed to hate boon fully supported by his foreign colleagues. 
M. Von Brandt’s reputation for ability and stedfastness of pur- 
fa led us all to congratulate ourselves upon ‘the event having 

appened to him, believing that he would seize the opportunity of 
distinctly establishing proper relations between ourselves and the 
obnoxious native guards. It is therefore with dismay that we record 
the lame and impotent conclusion. After threats of breaking off 
diplomatic relations immediately, if not sooner; after invoking 
the help of his colleagues ; after parading before the unimagina- 
tive Japanese the dread wrath of the divine Bismarck and the 
collossal power of the Prussian Navy ; after all this, his Excel- 
lency, whose aristocratic pride has been proverbial here as almost 
equalling that of the principal character in “ Paradise Lost,” 
declares himself “fully satisfied” with the following :— 
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“With regard to the inpren behaviour which men of my 
escort have shown towards the Prussian Minister, by pulling down 
his betto from his carriage on the 25th instant, I have expressed 
my deep regret to the Minister. Let every one keep well in mind 
that henceforward nobody, whoever he may be, shall conduct 
himself in such an improper manner towards a Minister or a 
foreigner. The above decree of Higashi Kuze no Chiujo shall be 
published in the town to all people without any exception. 
(Signed) “ SarBansHo, of Kanagawa.” 

Mr. Midshipman Easy’s ingenious apology to his superior officer 
has excited the laughter of two generations of school boys, yet 
this of Higashi Kuzé to M. Von Brandt, one of about the same 
value, is gravely accepted as sufficient. No punishment is sub- 
mitted to, by either the chief or his followers; the fact that an 
Article of the Treaty has been tampered with is totally ignored— 
an Article the meaning of which, as affecting bettoes riding with 
their masters, was affirmed two years ago, and re-affiirmed within a 
couple of weeks of this occurrence ; the offender does not even 
ask pardon—he only “expresses his deep regret,” a very easy 
thing to do. “ Henceforward” all are to bear in mind that they 
shall not do likewise, but no penalty is attached to the offence 
committed, nor any threatened for the future. And this, after four 
days’ diplomacy! Few gentlemen in any other relation of life but 
would decline such a fragment of satisfaction, but perhaps M. Von 
Brandt thought “half a loaf was better than no bread,” and indeed 
it was whispered for a couple of dare that he wasin serious danger 
of getting no apology at all. Higashi Kuze was said to have 
asked “who he was,” alluding to the fact that he had hitherto 
declined to visit the Mikado’s Court ; to have referred him to “ his 
friend the Shiogoon,” and other impertinences. Some guid nuncs 
went so far as to affirm that when he threatened to take his de- 
parture the malicious Japanese sent him the usual valedictory 
gifts—a box of eggs and a piece of silk (colour, Bismarck malade) 
—but this we cannot believe. What we have before us is suffi 
cient—that a meagre amende has been accepted for a serious in- 
sult,-and that our position towards Japanese officials remains as 
unsatisfactory as ever. 

On the 26th September the Great Republic started for San 
Francisco, but ran aground on the Kanagawa side, and was not 

t off until two days afterwards. She proceeded on her voyage 

luring the night. The Costa Rica, which had been detained to 
assist in pulling off the Great Republic, left for Shanghai va the 
Inland Sea yesterday afternoon. She, too, appeared to be twice 
nearly on the other danger known as “the spit,” backing and 
filling about in a curious manner before she finally went off.

The Japan Gazette gives the following additional items :— 

On the 29th August the Representative of the Netherlands a 

lied to the Saibansho for an escort to accompany him to Yedo, 
The Governor of Kanagawa most earnestly requested him to post- 
pone his visit for some days, as the city was in a very disturbed 
state, on account of the arrival of large bodies of troops belonging 
to the South, who were to march to Shiracawa. It appears that 
these troops are behaving in so disorderly a manner as to cause 
great anxiety tothe Government itself. The U.S. Minister has 
also foregone an intended visit to Yedo on similar grounds. 

On the 30th a conference was to have taken place at the castle 
of Yedo, between some high dignitaries of the Mikado’s court, 
the Prince of Hosakawa, and some high officials of the ex-Shiogoon. 

All the Japanese newspapers published in Yedo are said to have 
been stopped by the Kangun Government some weeks ago. 

Kiisiu (once Tokugawa), whose troops were lately in Yokohama, 
is said to be going home. It is reported that two steamers were 
chartered to take them, and that one of the steamers belongs to 
the P. M.S. 8. Co., is named the Cesta Rica, and contracted to 
convey men from Yedo to Tomo. 

It isan undoubted fact that the Shin Kanguns, the Northerners, 
have reached Lutzeregawa, half-way between Otawara and Udsi- 
nomia, which latter place is just ten ri from Yedo. The whole 
country round Yokohama is occupied by Kangun’s troops, as there 
is a strong conviction that Aidzu will pass this way to Yedo. At 
Kanasawa there are fifty soldiers and two fieldpieces; the same 
at Kamakura and other principal places. It is asserted that the 
new Mikado has sent to his nephew at Kioto, peremptorily order- 
ing him to resign within a month from the lst of 7th moon, 
Japancse. Also, that he has ordered Arisugawa Mia Sama, now 
in Yedo, to return to Kioto and never attempt to disobey his 
orders. Finally, that he has raised the revenue of Prince of Aidzu 
from 28,000 kokus to 70,000. 

From Hakodate we, Axprcss, learn that the American steamer 
Kanga No-kami, belonging to Byron Binninger, K'sq., of Shanghai, 
has at last been definitely told, her nominal purchaser being the 
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Prince of Akitas, although all the details were arranged by the 
Custom-house people. Her price is 67,000 rios, or about 90,000 
dols., half paid down in cash and half on short credit. 

The Japan Gazette says :—“ During the thunder storm on the 
3rd September there was seen from the Bund a vivid flash of 
lightning, described by an eye witness as the brightest by far of 
any he had ever seen, that, lasting some three or four seconds, 
seemed to play about the Ocean and the U.S.S. Shenandoah, and at 
last palpably burst ; it was evidently quite close, for the thunder 
clap followed instantaneously. On inquiry, it proved that the 
flash had gone down the eneeg conductor into the water, but 
was apparently most unwilling to leave the iron sides of the great 
armour plated Ocean. At length, on reaching the water, those on 
board tell us it burst with a considerable noise—‘ like a hundred 
hand-grenades” was one account, and another that it was ‘likes 
case of loaded rifles all going off together ;’ and a shower of large 
sparks were pelted against the sides of the ship and all around, 

o damage was done, nor, indeed, was any trace of the dread visitor 
discernible. The value of good lightning conductors was never 
more conclusively proved.” 

Under the heading of “ Latest Intelligence” the Japan Times 
gives the following welcome scrap of news :—“ We are glad to be 
able to state, on good authority, that the restrictions upon the ex- 
port of copper are likely soon to be removed.”

PEKING. 
A correspondent writes that he hears revision of the treaty is 
stponed till after the return of the Chinese embassy from 
Darene If so, the question becomes interesting, when is this likely 
to occur? The report gains truth from the fact that Sir Ruther- 
ford’s return to England is deferred till the close of next year. 
Our correspondent strongly advocates Sir Harry Parkes as his 
successor. He does not believe the Chinese would think of former 
times as an objection ; and urges that he has a knowledge of China 
and Chinese which it would take a new man half a life time to 
acquire; and at present we want a man with this knowledge and 
also with energy—a man the Chinese will fear.

A correspondent writes :—“ In the Peking Gazette of the 20th 
inst. an Imperial edict appears, promulgating the news that the 
Imperial forces in the province of Chihle had put down the rebels. 
existing in this province for several months past, the Imperial 
forces becoming masters of the country lately occupied by the 
rebels, on the 16th inst. Le-hung-chang (known in the south to 
foreigners as Le Footae) and Ying-han, governor of Anhwuy and 
in command of forces in this province, memorialise the Throne 
that the Imperial armies in Chihle had attacked and fought 
the rebel forces from the 8th inst. to the 16th inst., during which 

riod numbers of the rebel leaders, including Chang-kwie-urh, 
the son of the head rebel chief Chang-tsung-yu, had been killed, 
and from 3,000 to 4,000 of their old rebel followers (meaning 
I suppose ‘long-haired men’) had been destroyed; that Chang- 
tsung-yu, the chief of the rebels, had destroyed himself by 
drowning. His Majesty (meaning the Empress Dowager) hag. 
commanded Le-hung-chang to search for the corpse of Chang- 
tsung-yu and find it, to make sure that he actually has destroyed 
himself, and that he has not escaped to some other part of the 
country. His Majesty has commanded Le-hung-chang to again 
wear the Yellow Jacket, and has also bestowed on him his former 
honours held before he was lately degraded. His Majesty has also 
bestowed on several other high commanders the honours they held 
before being lately degraded ; and his Majesty states that when 
order has been restored to the whole province he will bestow 
further honours and make promotions as a reward for the gallant 
services against the rebels.” 


TIENTSIN. 

A correspondent, writing on the 30th August, says :—Last even- 
ing the mandarins in the Tientsin yamens received private letters 
from Peking acquainting them that the Peking Government had 
issued commands promoting his Excellency Chung-how—the su- 

erintendent of the foreign trade of the three Northern ports, 
Vice-President of the Board of War, and controller of ammuni- 
tions of war and stores for the Northern armies, &c.—to be Vice- 
Guardian of the young Emperor during his minority, elevating 
him to the first rank of Mandarin, and granting him the privilege 
of wearing the double-eyed peacock’s feather. He will, notwith- 
standing these honours, still remain at Tientsin in charge of the 
foreign affairs at the three Northern ports. 

Late on the evening of the 28th instant the United States war 
vessel Maumee, Captain Cushing, anchored off the settlement ; and 
we understand that it is the intention of Captain Cushing to re- 
main at this station for some months. Admiral Rowen, the United 
States Naval Commander in Chief, is looked for soon ona visit to 
this purt and Peking. We must candidly own that the American 
navy is now giving its full share of protection to this port. A 
Russian man-of-war is expected daily, and we understand she 
will lie here during the winter, as the British gunboat Dove did 
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Jast winter, to render protection to the residents during the 
closed season. The southern junks are beginning to collect at 
the Kokoo anchorage; but up to the present moment they have 
given no trouble to foreign vessels when coming up or going down 
this river, as they were in the habit of doing last year. Owing 
to the excellent regulations made by the Customs authorities this 
year, I do not fear any interruption to the foreign craft this

CHEFOO. 

The following is from a correspondent :—“ Your readers will be 
lad to learn that matters seem progressing very favourably here. 
he party at work at Kin-Shan-Sze must be making a good thing 

of it, but they are keeping everything dark. Were they not doing 
well, they would not be supported by a foreign house here thus 
long. I hear that by washing for gold dust alone they are making 
2 to 3 dols. per man perdiem. Since the proclamation which Mr. 
Consul Markham made the Taoutai issue in lieu of the objection- 
able one anent foreigners travelling in the interior, there have 
been no complaints whatever; on the contrary, everybody who 
goes up country now returns with a firm belief in the kind- 
ness of the Chinese peasants, and is full of praises of the way in 
which assistance is rendered. A strong hand is really all that the 
Chinese want. If our representatives are only firm with them, 
they can get the authorities to do a great deal; but they very 
goon discover who is to be master, and act accordingly. A little 
more of such plain and simple, but at the same time decided, ac- 
tion as Mr. Consul Markham adopted would soon put down half 
the ‘difficulties’ of which we hear so much in China.” 

The Daily News correspondent states that gold has been found 
east of “ Look-out Mountain,” and three Frenchmen and others 
have gone down to the new place. There are some twenty-three 
men now at work. The French are mining in earnest, having 
with them a regular mule train with all the material for work. 
The mandarins have quite cleared out, and the coast is clear. The 
Recorder mentions that another stabhing case hay occurred at the 
above port, but this time the culprit isa Chinaman; he stabbed 
a man belonging to one of H.B.M.’s gunhoats. The man has sur- 
vived the blow, but is in a precarious condition. 


HANKOW. 

A correspondent, writing from Hankow, under date of 3rd Sep- 
tember, says :— 

“ An auction, which took place here a few days ago, formed a half 
amusing and half melancholy evidence of the manner in which 
this place has fallen back. The property of Messrs. Alfred Wil- 
kinson and Co., who are closing their establishment here, was 
brought under the hammer. At 11 a.m. a concession lot (not 
Messrs. Wilkinson and Co.), was offered, the first bid heing half a 
tael ; the officers lingered thereabout for some time, and the lot was 
bought in by the British Consul, nobody wanting it. Two lots just 
outside the concession were then offered, and finally sold for Tis. 
26 each ; but the crown of the sale was a plot of ground at Hang 
Yang, 862 square feet, once valued at Tis. 5,000, which was sold 
for Tls.5. A strange comment this on the land bubble of the 
Yangtsze ports. The river is beginning to rise considerably.” 


KIUKIANG, 

An incident, which has attracted some attention, has occurred 
at this port. The Rev. Mr. Hart, of the American Episcopal Mis- 
sion, was induced to go into the country, to confer with some 
Chinese concerning a translation of the New Testament into the 
dialect of the province, and he left his wife alone in the house. 
The night after he had gone an attempt was made to enter the 
house by ten burglars ; but on this occasion, heing disturbed, they 
went away. The next night they re-uppearcd ; and but for the 
courage and presence of mind of Mrs. Hart, who threatened to 
shoot any one who should enter, would have forced their way into 
the premises. The correspondent of the Revorder, referring to 
this matter, says it is the opinion of some shrewd observers of 
Chinese at that port that the inducement held out to Mr. Hart to 
leave his place of abode was simply a ruse to get him out of the 
way, and that those who are familiar with the hostility of the 
Taoutai at that place to all foreigners can see a close connection 
between this act and many others, such as the destruction of the 
Bunvalow last year at this time, the insults offered to the Consuls, 
and the abuse of late heaped upon Mr. Kleinwachter, the Com- 
missioner of Customs. 


CHINGKIANG. 

A correspondent of V. C. Daily Neus, writing on the 3rd Sept., 
says :— Since last addressing you affairs have taken a rather 
serious and complicated turn here. The disturbances at Yang- 
chow have been followed by riots in the native city of Chingkiang, 
and the /iterati are again assuming the old tone of defiance and 
intolerance which used to characterise them previous to the war 
of 1857. 
complimented on their recent triumph over the foreign mission- 
aries ; congratulatory messages and placards have been freely cir- 
culated through the city, and rewards havea been promised to the 
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Under their direction the mob of Yangchow have been - 


popular leaders. Not content with this, however, they have now 
further decided that the foreigners shall on no account be per- 
mitted to return to the city ; if they present themselves at the 
gates they are not to be allowed to enter, but should they by any 
chance get inside the city walls they are to be instantly set upon 
and killed. No mercy is to be shown them; the riguts of the 
people must be maintained at any expense, and if only a few of 
the missionaries are killed, others will fear to follow them. 

“The names of the headmen who took the load in the Yang- 
chow outrage are well known, but the difficulty is, how to get at 
them. The Prefect, even if he wished it, dare not arrest them, 
and to hope to see them punished by the provincial authorities is 
utterly futile—unless, indeed, a very strong and very determined 
attitude is taken by H.M.’s representatives. Practically speaking, 
however, the most effectual way to settle the matter is, to insist 
upon the Prefect arresting them ; and if he declares bis inability 
to do so, to help him, with a file of marines and a gupboat, and 
take them prisoners to Nanking, and deliver them up to T'seng 
Kuo Fan. In this way a lesson would be conveyed which these 
literary gentlemen would probably never forget. It would have 
more effect in quieting the country, and preventing similar out- 
rages in future, than even the capture of acity. It would teach 
the Chinese that their literati cannot instigate murderous attacks 
on foreigners and then laugh in their sleeve at us for our im- 
potence and imbeeility. It would prove to them that, if their own 
Government is unwilling or unable to punish such outrages on 
the laws of nations, we will not let them pass with impunity. 

“As usually happens to this blessed and well governed coun- 
try, the natives of Chinkiang have now taken it into their heads 
to ostracise the missionaries. They have been stimulated to this 
by the success gained at Yangchow ; and on the night of the lst 
instant a considerable mob, headed by a Tartar mandarin, sur- 
rounded the house of the unfortunate man who let his premises 
to Mr. Taylor, and after taking him prisoner to the quarters of 
the Tartar, gave him a severe thrashing. Last night the 
riot was renewed, and the Yamen of the Taoutai, who is 
said to be favourable to foreigners, was besieged by several 
thousand people. The gates were shortly broken open and the 
rioters made their way through the Yamen, smashing doors, furnie 
ture, and every thing they could lay hands on. One of the Secre- 
taries of the utai was severely flogged, but the mob absta ned 
from offering personal violence to the Taoutai himself. The Che- 
hsien, who happened to go to the Taoutai’s rescue, was pushed ab »ut 
a@ little ; it would not 4 surprising. however, if he himself had 
been at the bottom of the whole affair. The gates of the city 
were shut when the disturbance began, and remained so until late 
this morning. The chief hostility was against the Taoutai for 
treasonable friendliness to the missionaries ; there was also a deter- 
mination manifested to keep these latter outside the city, and to 
prevent them from eating children there, as they had been accused 
of doing at Yangchow. 

“Truly this is a pitiable and deplorable state of things, and, if 
it is not effectually put a stop to, must lead to very serious re- 
sults. The people of this ee are beginning to forget the lesson 
‘we gave them in 1842. They look upon our forbearance as weak- 
| ness, and they are daily becoming more aggressive. It devolves 

upon us in the interests of peace to undeceive them, 

“Her Majesty’s Consul, Mr. Medhurst, arrived here on’ Monday 
morning, and is now waiting the arrival of the Rinaldo to proceed 
to Yangchow. His presence has already been productive of a con- 
siderable amount of good in settling some land matters inside the 
city of Chinkiang connected with Mr. Taylor’s mission.” 


SHANGHAI. 
The English and French mails of July 17th arrived out on the 
| 3let August and lst Sept. respectively. The present homeward 
mail left on the 12th Sept. The latest London telegrams received 
in Shanghai were to August 18th via Kiachta, 
The following items of news are from the North China Herald :— 
Matters connected with the Treaty have been again exciting 
public attention ; the text of a new American Treaty with China 
concluded by Mr. Burlinghame, and a translation of Tsen-kwo-fan’s 
memorial on the approaching revision, having been both under 
discussion. 
| The new American Envoy to Peking, the Hon. J. Ross Browne, 
‘ arrived on Saturday, by the Costa Rica. We have to acknowledge 
the courteous gift of that gentleman’s “ Report on the Mineral 
_ Resources of the States and Territories west of the Rocky Moun- 
tains.” That part of the work which relates to the gold districts 
of California is specially interesting, now that we are looking 
forward to the possible opening of ygolificlds at Chefoo. As we 
| have already remarked, the arrival at the present juncture of a 
Minister so deeply interested in mining is highly satisfactory. 
Notwithstanding Article IX. of the new treaty, we hope Mr. 
| Browne will not omit to press forward an innovation to which 
: Tsen-kwo-fan has already given his high assent. 

Matters connected with the Yangchow outrage continue to ex- 
cite much attention. H.B.M.’s Consul went up to that city, in 
company, we believe, with adelegate from the Viceroy, to inquire 
into the case. We have since been informed officially that Mr. 
Medhurst returned to Chinkiang on September 9th, having ob- 
tained entirely the object of his mission. He left the next morn- 
ing with the Prefect of Yangchow to visit ‘I'seng-kwo-fan at Nan- 
: king. A disturbance was got up, under the auspices of the 
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Tartar General, at Chinkiang. The Taoutai’s Yamen was vio- 
lated, and an attempt on the foreign settlement threatened ; 
but no actual harm was done in either case. We entertain a 
strong suspicion that the row at Chinkiang was got up by the 
mandarins as a sort of moral support to their brethren at Yang- 
chow. Yangchow, however, docs not seem to be the only place 
where an objection to missionaries is manifested. A correspondent, 
writing lately from one of the Formosan ports, says :—“ The people 
about here cause the missionaries a great deal of trouble, what 
with pulling down thcir chapels and persecuting the native con- 
verts.” The Jtecorder states that T.I.M. gunboat Scorpion has 

one to Takow, to afford foreigners the protection of its presence ; 
for the petty mandarins had excited so muoh ill-will against the 
latter that it was becoming dangerous to leave the immediate 
neighbourhood of the settlement. 

Exploration in the gold districts is continued with fair success. 
Auriferous sand is said to have been found very near Chefoo. A 
good specimen of auriferous quartz has been brought from Kinsan. 
Experiments in digging are being made. A correspondent sends 
us the following, under date of the 5th instant :— Gold has been 
found east of Look-out Mountain, and some Frenchmen and 
others have gone down to the new place. There are twenty-three 
men now at work. The French are mining in earnest, having with 
them a regular mule train, with all the material for work. The 
mandarins have quite ceased from troubling, and the coast is clear.” 

We have received from a Chinese source the following particu- 
lars of the late rebel slaughter in Shantung :—“The waters of the 
Yellow River having inundated the country to a depth of six feet 
—the Imperialists being encamped on high land, the Nienfei 
on low—the former took advantage of their position to hem the 
iatter in; and the gunboats advanced to the attack. Many hun- 
dreds of Nienfci were drowned, and others captured, but whether 
the whole body were annihilated is not known for certain, though 
the authorities here say they were. Of course, as soon as the rice 
crops are finished the rebellion will be rampant again.”

en, has been most kindly acted on. Some amateurs of the 
hilharmonic Society gave a most pleasant entertainment there a 
few evenings ago, when all Shanghai, nearly, was present. 

It is with great rogret we record the death of Mr. J. M. Hockly, 
R.N., who for several years filled the office of harbour master at 
this port ; and under the recent change in that branch of the 
service had been appointed Acting Marine Commissioner. 

The extension of the Post-ofice money-order system to China 
has given much satisfaction ; but it is much to be regretted that 
it has not been also applied to the coast ports. It will be very 
convenient to remit small sums to England at current rates of 
exchange, and the banks will be saved a deal of trouble with 
small bills. But the want for a means of remitting money from 
one port to another on the coast of China is infinitely greater.

We recently mentioned that the Council of the North China 
branch of the Royal Asiatic Society had appointed a committee 
to arrange the details of the expedition for an examination of the 
Yellow River, which has for some time been under contemplation.

be amount which will be required is smal] compared with the im- 
portance of the expedition in a commercial and scientific point of 
view, and especially so when contrasted with the heavy estimates 
which were made when the matter was first taken into considera- 
tion. The whole amount required is about 800 dols., which we 
have no doubt will be readily subscribed. The plan proposed is 
to proceed up the grand canal from Chinkiang to the point where 
‘it is crossed by the Ycllow River, and at this place to commence 
the survey. The subject has been so fully discussed that it is 
needless to speak at any great length on the present occasion. 
We can only express our sincere hope that the scheme may meet 
with the support of the public, and be as successful, as from the 
energy devoted to its completion it thoroughly deserves. 

Mr. J. Morphew, on behalf of Messrs. D. Sassoon, Sons and Co., 
recently brought a charge in the Shanghai Court against three 
Turkish subjects, of molesting the above-named gentlemen. The 
threc defendants were dressed in a most picturesque costume— 
long flowing variegated robes, held round the waist by large 
girdles, and on their heads handsome turbans, altogether like pic- 
tures in the “ Arabian Nights.” Two of them were very fair, and 
had a pleasing and mild cast of countenance. The third was less 
attractive in appearance, and was a cripple in one of his legs. 
The circumstances connected with the case are most peculiar. It 
scems that the three Oriental gentlemen were Jews from Jeru- 
salem, and had found their way out here through a desire to visit 
and instruct the Jewish colony at Kai-fung-foo ; and becoming 
short of funds had for some days been pestering Messrs. D. Sassoon 
for assistance. They behaved with much dignity in Court, and 
onc of them stated his story in a few simple words in the German 
language. ‘The Court decided to provide for them till the next 
steamer left for Hong Kong, and then to send them to that place. 

We have to record another wanton attack upon foreigners in the 
country. On Saturday night, August 29th, two French gentle- 

men in the Customs’ service went out shooting in a house-boat 
built in the Chinese style, and on arriving at the Birrier near Sz 
Keng K’eu they ee off the small Custom-house there, wherea 
guuboat is stationed. One of the gentlemen observed a number of 
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men from the gunboat going round the Custom-house and making 
their way towards the spot where the house-boat was. The coolies 
in the boat called out to them that the inmates were Frenchmen, 
and upon this they commenced a shower of stones. One of the 
gentlemen came out, and by stepping back managed to get clear 

of a large stone thrown nt his head, which, however, hit him below 
the knee, causing him considerable injury. After some time the 

boat got away. The matter has been brought to the notice of the 

Taoutai, who, it is expected, will take some steps with regard to it. 
We think it would with more propriety have int placed in the 

hands of the French Consul, and we trust that Vicomte Brenier 

may, in order to uphold his nation's prestige, feel called upon to 

take cognisance of the affair. 

We hear with regret of the death of Mr. Green, of H.I.M. Cus- 
toms, on August 25th, at Nagasaki, caused by the accidental cap- 
sizing of a boat. It seems that he and Captain Margate were pro- 
ceeding in a boat from the Osaka to the Taka, but owing toa 
heavy sea running at the time, the boat was capsized. They were, 
however, speedily rescued by a boat from the Cormorant, but 
owing to the severe shock he had sustained, we are sorry to say 
Mr. Grea expired in a few hours. 

The Friend of China says:—“We hear that Mr. Inspector- 
General Hart is expected at Shanghai during the current month, 
and will proceed thence to inspect the several stations where his 
Customs Commissioners are stationed.” 











FORMOSA. 

Some trouble has arisen in Formosa, but steps have been taken 
to put it down, H.ILM. gunboat Scorpion having been despatched 
by Vcte. Brenier de Montmorand on the 3rd inst. to Takao to 
guarantee by its presence the safety of the European residents, 
and, if necessary, to put down any attack that might be made upon 
them. The Catholic Mission at Formosa is Spanish, and since the 
Treaty was concluded between Spain and China has been placed 
under the protection of that Power. In accordance, however, with 
the wishes and the request of the Spanish Consul, backed by the 
Consuls of England and Prussia, who at the moment had no gun- 
boat available for this object, Vete. Brenier thought it right to 
take this step. Mr. Gibson, H.B.M. Consul for Prussia, Denmark, 
and Vice-Consul for France, wrote in August complaining that the 
state of affairs was intolerable ; that Europeans cannot go a hun- 
dred paces from their houses without danger; and that this re- 
sulted not from any ill-will on the part of the people, but from 
the petty mandarins. This letter was, however, only received at 
the end of last month, and, notwithstanding that the French have 
practically no interests in Formosa, the Consul-General very com- 
mendably regarded the matter as one of European interest, and 
influenced by this consideration despatched the Scorpion. 

THE CAMPHOR TRADE. 
official notifications, abolishing the camphor

The undersigned begs to publish the following despatch, 
which he has received from the Taoutai of Taiwan, permitting 
British merchants to trade in camphor throughout the whole 
island of Formosa.

Whereas on the 13th day of tHe 7th month (30th August) a 
despatch was received from the honourable naval officer (Lord 
Scott), said despatch inviting a despatch to the Consul (Mr. Gib- 
son), informing him that thereafter, in the matter of trading in 
camphor, English merchants shall be permitted without hindrance 
to trade in that article, the Taoutai having examined as to the 
above matter finds that from the time of his assuming office until 
now he has never forbidden such trade to English merchants, 
but has only forbidden unprincipled people to trade in camphor ; 
he therefore begs of the honourable officers specially not thus to 
reproach his previous action. Hereafter let each (Kingdom) ac- 
cording to the provisions of the treaty of Tientsin, as set forth in 
the 9th, 12th, 13th, and 14th articles, regulate matters, and so 
China and the other kingdoms be at peace. If then should arise 
matters which are not consistent with the treaty, then the Taoutai 
along with the Consul shall with a mutual understanding discuss 
and determine them, neither party obstinately pursuing his own 
purpose, Therefore, this despatch is sent to the Consul that he 
may examine and act accordingly.

THE HONG KONG CHAMBER OF COMMERCE TO MR. HART: 
The following letter has been addressed by the Hong Kong 
Chamber to Mr. Hart, in reply to his circular despatch of July 


Honea Kona, 26th August, 1868. 
Sir,—I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your despatch 
No. 86, dated Peking, 20th July, which has been perused with 
much pleasure by the committee, and beg to convey to you the 
thanks of the Chamber for the invitation given to the mercantile 
community of this port to communicate with you on matters con- 
nected with the proceedings and rules of the department of which 
you are the head. : 
This Chamber entirely agrees with you in the opinion that it is 
as beneficial to the mercantile communities of China as to the 
Customs’ Department that 2 mutual good understanding should 
exist ; also, that proper method in the collection of duties and 
regularity in the administration of revenue matters is just as ne- 
cessary to the transaction of the merchants’ business as to the 
proper performance of their duties by Customs’ qfficials, and it will 
Piaaly avail itself of the invitation now given to address you when 
an occasion arises ; should you, on the other hand, address the 
Chamber on the subject of new regulations, the modification of 
existing ones, improvement of harbour approaches, penne of the 
coast, &c., or any other points on which you may desire to have its 
opinion, you may rest assured that the same will be readily given ; 
i any suggestions which may occur to the Chamber regarding the 
matters which may be submitted to it; and it entirely concurs 
with you in the opinion that a Pat ventilation of any in- 
tended changes will be beneficial to all who are to be affected by 
them. 

This Chamber freely admits that, in the present condition of 
China, a foreign inspectorate of Customs confers a benefit on the 
trading communities at the ports generally, by insuring tho- 
roughly impartial treatment to all engaged in the trade. It 
admits, also, that a desire h as been evinced on the part of your- 
self and the commissioners acting under you to frame the rules 
under which the Customs’ revenue is collected, so as to cause as 
little annoyance as possible, at the same time with a due regard to 
protection of the revenue. Still it has on various occasions taken ex- 
ception to some of these rules, as having an injurious effect on trade. 
Tehai done so more particularly with reference to fines and confisca- 
tions. The rules regarding these have been somewhat amended of 
late, but are still, in the opinion of this Chamber, susceptible of 
further modification. It therefore views with great pleasure, and 
derives great hopes from the future, from your assurance that you 
have ever objected to unnecessarily heavy fines or confiscations. 
At the same time it is fully aware of the difficulties you have to 
contend with on these points when endeavouring to instil new 
ideas into the minds of your Chinese colleagues, and it can well 
understand how tedious the process is, and how fully it must oc- 
cupy your time. I conclude by expressing the satisfaction of this 
Chamber with the contents of your despatch generally, and the 
friendly tone which pervades it, and am, Sir, your obedient ser- 
vant, P. Rygrz, Chairman. 





ANOTHER COOLIE TRAGEDY. 

A ship has arrived at Hakodadi under circumstances that leave 
no doubt that another appalling coolie tragedy has been enacted 
on board of her. The official report is as follows :— 

“ On the 19th August last, a ship with top-gallant and topmast 
gone, without any Europeans on board, and with no flags or papers, 
and with the name taken away, entered the harbour of Hakodadi. 
The Japanese authorities took charge of her, and then referred the 
matter to the Consuls. Forty-seven Chinese who were found on 
board were arrested, and they declared the Europeans had, under 
stress of weather, deserted the ship in two boats ; some contracts 
were found on their persons, which bore the name of the Italian 
ship Providenza. On this Mr. Butzow, the Acting Italian Con- 
sular Agent, took charge of the vessel, and on closer examination 
found a bell with the name of ‘ Bertha, 1836, engraved upon it, 
and marks of blood on the saloon and some doors. No boats or 
guns were to be found.” 


The Italian ship Providenza, Captain Nattini, cleared from 
Macao shortly after the ill-fated Theresa. She had 28 Europeans 
as crew, all told, and 382 Chinese coolies for Callao, The captain, 
who was at Macao when the Zheresa put back, said he would take 
all necessary precautions to guard himeelf against a similar tra- 
gedy to that enacted on board the Theresa. The Daily Press, 

escribing his plan, says it consisted of “ an extra supply of fire- 
arms and cutlasses aft in the cabin, and forward in the forecastle, 
with plenty of ammunition, and the best will to use them. It 
included a strong palisade of iron bars from side to side 
of the ship just abaft the mainmast, and rising to the height of 
five or six feet above the bulwarks ; probably a similar grating or 
palisade forward, to protect the forecastle doors. It included a 
couple of iron twelve-pounders, loaded to the muzzle, and pointed 
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forward along each gangway from behind the quarter-deck barrier, 
and a couple of lighter pieces mounted on the top of the poop 
cabin, to prevent any attempt to clamber over or along the bul- 
warks. Three or four fierce and powerful dogs, and a crew of 
truculent-looking scoundrels, one-half of whom were always under 
arms, probably completed the preparations, and Captain Nattini 
went to sea with his mind fully made up that at the first move- 
ment among his passengers the grape-shot and langride of his 
twelve-pounders shou!d sweep his decks clear of the mutinous and 
ungrateful wretches he was taking from poverty and misery to 
wealth, comfort, and happiness.” 

All these precautions seem to have been unavailing ; the cap- 
tain and at least some of his offers and crew have doubtless been 
murdered, and the vessel, by some accident or mistake, or inability 
of the Chinese to find any other port, has drifted in to Yokohama. 
A Japan paper gives the following details of the condition she was 
found in :—“ She was an old ship, and in a very dilapidated con- 
dition, topgallant masts gone, and all rigging in disorder and dis- 
repair. She had only two boats. No name, ship’s papers, nor 
other means of identification were discoverable. Off the quarter 
the name had been torn, and from the boats remaining it had 
also been erased. On one of the bells was the name Bertha, but 
this, under the circumstances of the evident intention to conceal 
her identity, can hardly be regarded as the name of the barque, 
though it may afford a clue to recognition could the sale of 
such a bell be traced. On board were forty-two Chinamen, 
common coolies, not sailors, all professing ignorance of the Eng- 
lish language. Through a Cantonese interpreter the account of 
the men on board was made out to be that the vessel was 
Chinese-owned, that she had left Macao about seventy days pre- 
viously for Foochow, with a Ruropean captain and officers to the 
number of five, and with fifty Chinese sailors, of whom they were 
the remainder, eight having died. The Europeans, they said, had 
abandoned the ship during a gale of wind, taking with them two 
boats, the davits for which stood empty. Seventeen of the 
men had coolie contracts, numbered irregularly, the highest 
number being 299. They were written in Spsnish, and were 
made out for the Italian barque Providenza. Their dates were 
from May to July, 1867. Many articles of European make were 
found ; a trunk, nearly new, with canvas cover marked ‘Lima, 
Peru,’ such as might belong to a supercargo ; some children’s 
boots, a carpet stained with blood, and a quantity of Euro- 
pean clothing of good quality, shirts, guernseys, trousers, &c. The 
Chinamen were using European cooking utensils, and knives and 
forks, while of ordinary Chinese coolies’ cooking pots very few were 
found. In the hold was a quantity of hoop iron, some gunny bags, 
and a little flour. There was no evidence whatever of the presence 
on board of any Chinaman above the lowest class—no China fit- 
tings in the cabin, such as a Chinese captain, owner, or pa spay 
would have, nor any Chinese clothes of value. The floor of the 
cabin had evidently been lately scraped. 

“During the examination it was accidentally discovered that 
among the forty-two men were a couple of interpreters, though 
when the vessel was first boarded all pretended to be quite igno- 
rant of any dengue? but their own, except one, who spoke a little 
pidgin English. These two were remarked to be laughing toge- 
ther at some observations made in English in their presence, and 
on being taxed with the fact that they understood what was said, 
acknowledged that they were interpreters.” 

An investigation is going on which will probably result in some 
light being thrown on this extraordinary case. In the meanwhile 
we can aly guess at the history of the unfortunate ship since her 
departure from Macao. The Daily Press suggests the two most 
likely alternatives: —“Chinamen are very dangerous when re- 
duced to desperation. They are at all times fearless of death, 
indifferent if you will, and when thoroughly roused are utterly 
reckless of life and heedless of pain. Taking into consideration 
the absence of the cannon, cabin furniture, and other articles of 
European manufacture usually found on board ships, two pos- 
sible suppositions arise. Hither the coolies in their revolt 
were assisted from without, and the piratical craft that took part 
in the contest plundered the barque of everything of value, and 
took out of her the greater number of her passengers, leaving, for 
some cause or other, the miserable remnant behind ; or else those 
who arrived in her at Nagasaki are the sole survivors of the 380, 
the rest having fallen in the contest with the captain and crew, 
or in clan fights afterwards ; and, in the vain hope of passing off 
the vessel as Chinese owned and manned, threw overboard the 
guns, small arms, clothing, furniture, and fittings of unmistak- | 
ably European origin, and cut the boats adrift, so as to destroy all 
clue to the ship’s identity.” 





THE BURLINGHAME TREATY. 

The following severe, but withal very just, strictures on the 
tone of the American papers with regard to Mr. Burlinghame’s 
treaty are from the China Mail:— 

“As might have been expected, the ‘New Chinese Treaty,’ as 
it is magniloquently named, has of late been a favourite topic 
with the New York papers. We are treated to a discussion of the 
vast things effected thereby from many points of view, each, if 
Seaver more absurd and betraying a more utter ignorance of 

hinese policy than the other. The Mew York Tribune seems to 
reach, however, the extreme limit to which deliberate, or at least 
inexcusable, misstatement of facts, crass ignorance of this country 
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and a general conglomeration of what American journalists 
gracefully term ‘ Bosh,’ can carry civilised writers. It is not 
content with praising the provisions of this utterly hollow 
and ludicrously useless ‘Treaty Addendum, but favours its 
readers with a slight reference to past American history in China 
of which anv other paper than the 7ribune—any other journal 
not utterly dead to national honour, and national self-respect— 
would have carefully avoided the mention. The large and intelli- 
gent community of Americans in China, whose knowledge of 
former events enables them to be competent judges of what tends 
to the honour of their country, will, we are sure, share with us the 
regret which we thus express at seeing one of the most influential 
New York journals not only render itself ridiculous in the eyes of 
thinking men, but provoking criticism from the British press which 
cannot but result in the discomfiture of the self conceited authors 
of statements so erroneous—if indeed a New York journalist is 
amenable to a feeling of shame. 

“The precious production to which we allude, and which ap- 
peared in the Tribune of the 16th July, sets forth that ‘ American 
common sense and fair dealing have brought about a change in 
the policy of the venerable empire of the East which Great Britain 
and other European Powers failed to enforce by repeated 
wars.’ We should like to know how this common sense and 
fair dealing has been displayed. Was it when the United 
States representative, smuggled into Peking, obtained by false 
representations a hollow assent to his demands? Was it 
when the United States, waitirg till the guns of Great Britain 
and France had opened the way, stepped forward to claim equal 
privileges with the subjects of those countries? Was it when 
the late representative, by a course of snivelling adhesion to 
everything dictated by Sir F. Bruce, which excited the hearty 
contempt of all in the secret, aided the ‘ co-operative policy’ by 
his valuable adhesion? Was it by the appointment of U.S. Con- 
suls such as those which past years have seen at some ports ? 
Was it by a great American house advancing money to 
the Chinese during the war to enable them to resist our 
just demands ? as it by the pretended cordiality to Great 

ritain of the late Representative, which, in the few short 
days which elapsed on the voyage between Shanghai and San 
Francisco, turned to a hearty denunciation of the policy to which 
the Americans owe even the settlements they now enjoy? Was 
it by the persistent use of British interpreters, as well as British 
influence, in every negotiation conducted at Peking—so much so 
that a trifling remuneration to a scientific man, for services ren- 
dered to the Chinese, could not be obtained until the good offices 
of the British Secretary had been invoked? Is this the ‘common 
sense and fair dealing’ of America thus to use foreign aid and to 
avail itself of every demonstration of furce put forth by others to 
obtain its own objects? The Americans must be proud of their 
Government if this be the case. 

“But more than this, says the 7ribune, ‘if Great Britain wants 
to emulate our (American) success she must act as honestly as we 
do.’ The force of impudence could indeed no further go. Why, 
the very fact of Mr. Burlinzhame receiving his appointment at all 
is owing to the moral (but sadly mistaken) support given to the 

roposition by the British Minister. We leave American political 

onesty to stand by itself. No condemnatory words of ours are 
needed to testify to its status. The bitterest satire ever penned 
on America by English pen has failed to elicit the amusement 
with which this declaration has been received by British subjects 
in China—and we might also venture to say by American citizens 
also. It is absolutely beyond discussion, and may be dismissed 
with the peals of laughter which have greeted its appearance. 
Thus mash for the Tribune. 

“ As regards the actual agreements entered into by Mr. Burling- 
hame, there is one to which wemight profitably draw attention. 
The ‘Consul’ clause in which England and Russia are so par 
ticularly noted, is so palpable an attempt to impose upon Hong 
Kong and Kiachta a ‘Chinese Consul’ that it should be scarcely 
overlooked. There are, no doubt, many Yankee ‘citizens’ in the 
Customs Service who would particularly enjoy holding such an 
appointment. But as we hold that all Chinese in Hong Kong are 
pro tem. British subjects, the introduction of so objectionable 
an official can well be dispensed with. If Lord Stanley 
should indeed contemplate signing a similar agreement on 
behalf of Great Britain, there will, of course, be no means 
of avoiding the infliction. But there can be no good pur- 
aay served by such a step being taken, much as the Zri- 

une would doubtless like to see another citizen in a posi- 
tion so influential for worrying the Britishers. This would be 
another instance, doubtless, of American ‘common sense and fair 
dealing’ It would give a little more patronage to the Inspector- 
General of Customs, but would not materially advance the good 
understanding between Great Britain and China,so that we trust 
the ‘fair dealing’ in question will be turned to some other object. 
There is need of it, somewhere.” 








BORNEO. 


LABUAN. 

Under date of September 12 a correspondent of the Straits 
Times writes as follows:—I venture to send you some items of 
news from this little island, which may, perhaps, be interesting to 
your readers. 
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On the 17th ult. Governor Hennesy proceeded in H.M.S. 
Rifleman, Captain Reed, RN., to Barram Point, on the coast of 
Borneo, in order to make observations on_the solar eclipse of the 
18th ultimo. 

In making these observations he was ably assisted by Captain 
Reed, who supplied all the requisite instruments, including the 
most accurate chronometers., the eclipse lasted over six minutes 
at Barram Point, and the observation of the sun’s disc having 
been complete, it was seen to great advantage from that position. 
His Excellency made the most careful observations, and, I under- 
stand, he has transmitted to the authorities at home a most 
interesting account of the various phenomena by which the 
great astronomical event was accompanied. . .... I 
regret to have to state that the neighbourhood of Labuan has 
been once more the scene of one of those daring acts of piracy 
which, it was hoped, the vigorous measures of the late Rajah Sir 
James Brooke had extirpated for ever from these waters. The 
outrage was committed a few months ago by pirates from the 
Island of Oobean, in the Sooloo Sea. A schooner, sailing under 
British flag, and belonging to a British subject, Lee Cheng Ho, a 
Chinese trader of Labuan, was attacked near Malludu Bay, by a 
number of pirates, in fifteen prahus, who captured the schooner, 
tore down the British flag, and killed three of her crew. When 
intelligence of this outrage reached Labuan, by means of five of 
thecrew who had escaped, the Governor promptly despatch ed 
a boat for H.M.8. Leven, then’ and still, at Sarawak. Some 
days after, H.M.S. Dwarf, Commander Walker, arrived in 
Victoria Harbour late in the afternoon. The Governor put 
himself instantly in communication with the commander, and, 
with characteristic energy, his Excellency, as Consul-General in 
the Island of Borneo, proceeded in the Dwarf early next morning 
for the scene of the outrage, accompanied by theHon. Mr. de Cies- 
pigny, the Harbour Master, and Lee Cheng Ho, the owner of the 
captured schooner. The Governor has not yet returned from this 
Consular service ; but it is to be hoped that a signal example 
will be made of the prepetrators of this audacious insult to the 
British flag. 

I understand that the steamer Royalist will not call here again, 
and that we shall have henceforth to depend on the Vine and 
Samson for communication with Singapore. We all regret the 
loss of the Royalist, as she brought the mails more frequently than 
any other vessel coming here. 

The Acting Colonial Surveyor, Mr. J. R. Howard, is giving uni- 
versal satisfaction by the zeal and energy with which he is work- 
ing in his department, in which much reform is required. He is 
unquestionably “the right man in the right place.” Should the 
home authorities confirm Governor Hennessy’s judicious provi- 
sional appointment, and make it permanent, there can be no doubt 
that the rising colony of Labuan will largely benefit by the ser- 
vices of a surveyor so thoroughly qualified to fill that post as 
Mr. Howard. 

Mr. Lumaden, the manager of the coal mines, is now employing 
convict labour in loading the Vine, at Coal Point. For the last 
week several gangs of convicts have been engaged in that work, 
which they have performed in a very satisfactory manner. Mr. 
Lumsden pays so much per head per diem for the men, thus re- 
lieving the colony of the cost of their support. When the addi- 
tional convicts expected from Singapore arrive here Mr. Lumsden 
will, no doubt, be glad to avail of their labour at the mines, the 
productiveness of which would thus be rapidly developed with 
commensurate advantage to the colony, in the prosperity of which 
the coal-tields form so important an element. They would also 
give a great impetus to the progress of Labuan, by their valuable 
labour on various public works. 

We were all very much surprised here at the curious mistake 
made by Mr. Low, in his letter to the Singapore Daily Times of 
last month, saying that “Labuan is heavily taxed.” So far from 
being “ heavily taxed,” a comparison of Labuan with other Eng- 
lish colonies (and it can be easily made by reference to the Blue~ 
books) clearly demonstrates that it is the most lightly taxed 
colony, for the amount of its trade and commerce in the British 
dominions, and much more lightly than Sarawak, taking the com- 
merce of the two as the basis. 

I am also happy to be in a position to state that we are steadily 
progressing in population, commerce, and revenue. In proof of 
our increase in commerce I shall mention one remarkable fact, 
viz., that according to the latest returns furnished by the Harbour- 
master the imports and exports of Labuan for the first six months 
of this year exceed in value the imports and exports for the 
entire of last year. This fact speaks for itself, and any comment 
thereon would be quite superfluous. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, 
—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

From this port we have news to the 26th Sept. The English 
mail of Aug. 14, and the French mail of Aug 18, reached Singa- 
pore on the 15th and 19th September respectively. The latest 
London telegrams by the latter were to Sept. 8. The following 
summary of news is from the Stratts Times :— 

H. M.’s gunboat Avon arrived from home on the 9th instant, 
and H. M.§. Argus from Bombay on the 19th idem. The Perseus, 
Captain Stevens, the senior naval officer, and the Argus, proceed 
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to Hong Kong about the end of the month, while the two gun- 
boats Avon and Weazel, together with H. M.S. Rifleman, survey- 
ing, Commander Reed, remain here to guard this port. 

An alarming fire, which might have destroyed the whole town, 
broke out about eleven o’clock at night on the 17th inst. in the 
Sealy occupied by Messrs. Puttfarcken, Rheiner and Co., in 

rinces-street, and resulted in the total destruction of the godown 
in which it originated. By the strenuous exertions of the police 
under Mr. Dunman, and a body of 150 blue jackets from H.M 8. 
Perseus,and H.M.S. Rifleman, under the command of the senior naval 
officer, the fire was prevented from spreading to the adjoining 
buildings, which, however, were for some time in the most immi- 
nent danger. It is almost a miracle, indeed, that the fire did not 
consume the whole block of buildings. Luckily there was not a 
breath of air, and the buildings being new and substantially built 
of brick with tiled roofs, the fire-engines, four in number, proved 
capable of preventing the fire from extending, and it was fairly 
mastered about three o’clock in the morning of the 18th. Messrs. 
Puttfarcken, Rheiner, and Co. were fully insured in several offices , 
and the value of the property destroyed has been roughly esti- 
ma‘ed at 150,000 dols. 

The Legislative Council have held two sittings during the fort- 
night, one on the 17th and one on the 2lst Sept. At the first 
the Prison’s Ordinance was passed, and the other proceedings were 
of a routine character calling for no remark. At the second 
sitting the Pilotage Bill was read a third time and passed, and 
after other business had been transacted a question from the Hon. 
Mr. Scott elicited a surprising revelation from H.E. the Go- 
vernor regarding the military arrangements for the colony, 
which has created some sensation and more dissatisfaction. 
It appears that these settlements are to be garrisoned by 
two batteries of Royal Artillery, a Madras regiment, and 
the head quarters wing of the 73rd regiment from Hong 
Kong. This force is not to furnish, as heretofore, guards for the 
treasuries, jails, &c., nor to perform any other duty which the 
Madras regiments stationed here have always done, and we sup- 
pose they are therefore intended to be entirely ornamental. A 
new body of constabulary, mounted (Heaven save to mark !) is 
proposed to be raised at the expense of the colony, to furnish 
ards for the jails, &c., and do other dirty work, beneath the 

ity of our new gentlemen Madrassee friends to under- 
e. The colony is also to furnish and keep up barracks for the 
European troops, stationed here solely for Imperial purposes, and 
liable to be called away at a moment’s notice to China or Japan. 
These new arrangements, it is estimated, will entail upon the 
colony a further addition of at least £20,000 to the existing mili- 
tary contribution of £59,300. The home authorities, therefore, if 
they insist upon them, will be perpetrating a gross breach of faith 
with the colony. It was distinctly understood when the transfer took 
place that £59,300 per annum was to cover all the cost of military 
to the colony for five years, and that barracks required for the ac- 
commodation of troops stationed here for Imperial purposes should 
be paid for out of the Imperial Treasury. It isso distinctly stated 
in the correspondence which took place between the War-offi__ the 
Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury, and the Coiunial- 
office, before the transfer was sanctioned. The “Straits Associa- 
tion” has now some work cut out for them in denouncing and 
resisting this flagrant piece of treachery. It is intended to call 
@ public meeting to protest against the whole thing. 

A meeting of the Executive Council was held on the 15th inst., 
when a portion of the Order in Council of 16th December, 1867, 
which directed the levying of a fee of 10 dols. on permits for pro- 
cessions, funerals, marriages, &c., was repealed. Fees on funerals 
and marriages are abolished, and fees on processions reduced to 
one rupee. This will allay the discontent of the natives, especi- 
ally in Penang, on this point. 

An abstiact of the Revenue and Expenditure of the Colony for 
the quarter erding 30th June, has Beet published, showing a 
surplus revenue of over 20,000 dols. for the quarter, or for the 
half-year of about 70,000 dola. This will be all required to pay 
sir cone our Governmevt house, and our new steamer, when it is 

uilt. 

The quiet of the town has been disturbed on one or two occa- 
sions by an attempted revival of Hoey fight, which however were 
promptly suppressed before they became serious. 








PENANG. 

The news of the resumption of mail communication has been 
received here with much satisfaction. Very naturally, however, 
the inhabitants do not regard it as any favour or concession, but 
as the restitution of a right that has been unjustly withheld. 

Penang is to have a European surveyor from home, an officer 
said 10 be much wanted. 

Grave apprehensions are entertained of the spread of a disease 
in the sugar cune which has manifested itself in the north of Pro- 
vince Wellsley. The drainage of the large rice plain in the pro- 
vince between the Mudah and the Juru, 100 square miles in ex- 
tent, is seriously interfered with by swarms of buffalos and oxen 
bel: ning to the natives, let loose in large herds, trampling down 
emban ments as soon as made. Steps are being taken by the Go- 
vernment to abate this nuisance. 

The Chinese in Penang are said to be forming themselves into 
an association for the protection of their 1ights and interests 
against the Government. The procession grievance originated 
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this idea, and the discontent arising therefrom has not been 
abated by a rumour that it is contemplated to forbid the firing of 
crackers on any occasion or any pretence whatever. This time- 
honoured custom, so dear to the Chinese heart, is not to be given 
up without a struggle, and each member of the association is to 
subscribe 100 dols. to defray all law expenses, for it is intended to 
have such points submitted to judicial decision. 








CHRISTIANITY IN JAPAN. 

The Hiogo News gives the following translation of an interest- 
ing native account of the progress of Christianity near Nagasaki, 
and of the measures adopted to suppress it, which, it is said, 
resulted in the deportation of a number of families from that 
place :— 


Since the opening of the port of Nagasaki, the French, amongst 
the western barbarians, have mainly preached the Roman Catho- 
lic religion, and the English and Americans the Prote-tant reli- 
gion. In addition to these, there is the Greek religion, the Ma- 
hommedan religion, and others, all of wh.ch resemble the former, 
and are as injurious to the State as they are. In O-Ura, at Na- 
gasaki, Roman Catholic and Protestant churches have been built, 
and the Japanese are secretly induced to join these religions. 

The Roman Catholic religion proselytises from the middle down 
to the lowest classes of the inhabitants. The Protestant religion 
cual proselytises those in a higher position than the middle 
classes. 

The numbers of the Roman Catholic are as follows: In Uracami, 
near Nagasaki, about 2,000 people; in the territory of Omura, 
above 150; in the territory of Fercahora, in Hizen, above 150; 
in Takagama, Shimabura, in Hizen; Amacoma, in Hiogo; Hi- 
rado, in Hizen, proselytising is going on, and it is not known 
exactly how many thousands there are. 

On the evening of the 23rd day of the sixth month of last year 
(July, 1867) the Governor of Nagasaki sent to seize the evil ones, 
and threw them into prison. The images in the Church which had 
been erected at Uracami were seized at the same time, and en- 
trusted to the charge of the Mayor of the village ; the officers who 
were sent to apprebend these men brought them ull, seventy odd 
in number, to the Governor’s official residence. Six or seven men 
were left to guard the Mayor's house, but the remainder of the 
evil band, to the number of several hundred, attacked the place, 
and repossessed themselves of the images. They also seized two 
officials and two of the subordinates as hostages, declaring in 
violent language that they would not give them up unless the 
prisoners were set at liberty ; in consequence of this hundreds of 
other offenders were left alone and not apprehended. 

The people of the next villaye were all of a resolute disposition, 
and always observed the principles of loyalty aud filial piety, 
although built in a continuous line with the village of Uracami. 
When the evil fellows of Uracami were apprehended the officials 
were very much afraid, and did not like to force an entrance ; 


but the people of Nichi thought now was the time to do their 
duty, and forced their way amongst the enemy, and did good 
service. 


In Uracami there is a place subject to Amura ; that place con- 
tained some of the evil band; the authorities of Amura arrested 
more than a hundred in the commencement of September, and 
committed them to prison. The evil ones who had been appre- 
hended by the Governor of Nagasaki and cast into prison were 
quietly summoned by him and remonstrated with on their evil 
conduct ; but they remained obstinate, and gave no signs of re- 
Sagat) ; on the contrary, they actually begged that they might 

permitted to openly join the Roman Catholic sect. 

As the governors and collectors could do nothing with them, on 
the 14th day of the 8th month the priests from nine temples, seven 
being of the Swinshion sect and two of the Teashian sect, were 
summoned to the governor's official residence, and asked if the 
could suggest plans for bringing back the evil fellows of Uracaml. 
The priests replied that they would give in their answers after 
mature consideration, and retired, and the following day they sent 
in their reply, which was to the effect that they would do their 
best in exhorting these people to change their hearts. 

On the 19th day the collector and judges went to Uracami 
with the priests of the nine temples, and tried to exhort these 
people, but they were obstinate, and refused to be convinced in the 
slightest degree, the fact being that as they had not been severely 
dealt with up to that time the evil bands only increased in their 
obstinacy. 

In the middle of the sixth month the people imprisoned by the 
Governor of Nagasaki falsely pretended to have repented, and 
were released from prigon, but they collected together again and 
increased in numbers from day to day, and the affair ended by the 
village being made responsible for those who had been released 
from prison. The evil fellows thought they had found « capital 
epreuntey they took a quantity of money belonging to their 
church§ and went secretly to all places, giving it to the people ; 
consequently in a short space of time Jarge additions were made 
to their number, ten in one place, a hundred in another. The 
fourth commandment of the evil religion ordains the observance 
of a day of ease ; the Japanese began gradually to keep this day, 
by which their having entered the sect became apparent. As the 
Roman, Catholic religion has spread so evidently, 1t behoved those 
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of the Protestant doctrine to take measures to increase the circle 
of their sect. A person called Maria, of one Verbeeck, a priest of 
Jesus, left her child at the breast and went to China in a steamer ; 
she went as far as Shanghai and Hong Kong, for the purpose of 
inducing the priests residing there to come with her to Japan. 

This is a summary of the doings of the evil ones at Nagasaki. 
I do!not know what may be the state of things at Yokohama 
and Hakodati, but as there are several priests residing at those 
places, it is pretty certain they will enticethe Japanese gradually. 

Hiogo became an open port last winter, and there is no doubt 
the priests'will gradually make their entrance there ; and J fearthey 
will soon pour their abominable poison into Osaka and Kioto, but 
as they have not yet cominenced. working at those places, I hope 
that a plan for preventing them will be taken while there is yet 
time. 

As the evil ones of Nagasaki are fully convinced, and are not 
at all likely to be converted again, they ought to be visited with 
the severest punishment. But the persons who have been merely 
drawn in by others will probably repent, if they are exhorted 
in the proper manner. 

In the above I have given an account of the rise and progress 
of the evil doctrine.

Velvets: Only black sale- 
able ; in these a fair business had been done during the fortnight. Other 
Cotton Goods not inquired for. Woollens: No inquiry for anything but 
Black Camlets, which , had bcen rather freely saleable at $17.50 to 18. 
We hear of some fancy Woollen goods having been bartered against Silk- 
eggs. Cloth: Black had been in large demand, and good business had 
been done. Blankets: A fair business had been done at quotations 
Metals: Dull.

Figured Orleans had been inquired 
for, and prices had advanced to Tls. 3.5.0 to 4.1.0. Metals: Lead no in- 
quiry; nominal quotation, Tis. $6.5.0 per picul. 

Foocnow.—The only sale reported during the fortnight had been of 
1,400 piculs Lead at $8.0 to 9.0. 

Canron.—Messrs. Olyphant and Co. report as follows :— Matting : 
We do not hear of any considerable contracts having been entered into, 
nor is it at all likely that an extensive business will be done this season. 
The manufacturers are fully aware of the state of the New York market, 
and expecting to do much less business this than in the previous season, 
in view of which they are buying straw sparingly, and will be very cau- 
tious not to make up much stock before they have orders in hand, as they 
now quite credit the fact that an excessive stock is carried over in New 
York.

On the 
7th inst. the P. M. S. S. Japan arrived from San Francisco, but, contrary 
to expectation, with very little treasure for this port. Rates thereupon 
immediately advanced, and bank bills were offered at 4s. 8d., and 4s. 82d., 
while 4s. 83d. was at one time with difficulty obtainable for first class 
credits. On the 13th inst. a demand for a few thousand pounds of bank 
bills had the effect of depressing the market, and banks refused to draw 
at previous rates. On the 16th advices from Shanghai were received 
announcing lower rates as ruling there, while at the same time treasure 
‘was received at that port to the amount of about $300,000, both of which 
facts were the cause of effecting a further decline in rates here, and bank 
bills were placed at 48. 7d., and first class credits at 4s. 73d. At close of 
business a further decline has been established, the closing rates being 
4s. 63d. for Bank bills, and 4s. 74d. for credits. Tenders for H.M. Trea- 
sury bills at thirty-six days have been invited within the last few days, 
but none appear to have been accepted. The estimated amount of busi- 
mess by the present opportunity is about £2d0,000, say £110,000 Bank 
bills, and £180,000 private paper, and eight lakhs rupees. 

Bullion.—Tbe quotations for Bar Silver and Sycee are quite nominal, 
No transactions being reported in either. 

Shares.—The tightness of the money market, and consequent absence of 
all speculation, bas rendered the share market extremely dull during the 
fortnight. A few parcels of old bank in the early part of the fortnight 
changed hands at 18 premium, bat there is a little better demand at the 
prevent moment, and there are buyers in the market at this rate. Several 
lots of new have been settled at three premium, but a considerable quantity 
is still offering at this igure. Old Whampoa Docks are quoted 10 discount, 
and new 15; the only sale of the fortnight was of a parcel of fourteen 
new at 20 discount, and ten of these were the next day resold at 15 dis- 
count. There is no further demand. Small lots of Hotel are offering at 
5 to 55 discount, but there are no buyers.

“ Sir, —The account of the above outrage, published in your issue of 
the 19th inst., was, in the main, correct, but for the purpose of a!laying 
the fears of the many friends of the missionaries, and of supplying re- 
liable information, | subjoin extracts from their letters received by lest 
mail. ‘The Rev. J. H. Taylor, writing in a boat on August 24, says: 
—'‘The events of the past week baffle all description. We are all on 
the way to Chin-kiang, and are nearly there. Thanks be to God no 
life has been lost; and, after the experience of Saturday and Sunday, 
if the loss of our property does not give rise to feelings of joy, it at 
least appears a very small matter indeed. . The house was sur- 
rounded by some thousands of rioters—the natives say 20,000, but th’s 
is probably a number magnified by their feara. They dug through the 
walls, burst open doors, and tried in several places to set fire to the 
premises ; rifled our boxes, drawers, and rooms; searched and took 
what they valued from the persons of three of the ladies, &c. All of 
us are more or less bruised. Mr. Reid has nearly lost an eye, and 
several teeth. . . . .’ From the letters of the other missionaries 
I gather that the 18th August was actually lacarded about the city - : 
the day upon which the house would be attacked, and endeavours made 
te set it on fire, irrespective of the natives or foreigners in it at the 
time. These placards contained the grossest libela against the mis- 
sionaries, and in one of them the name of Jesus was blasphemed in the 
vilest terms. From about the above date until the 23rd they had been 
almost in a state of siege, the climax being on the 22nd and 23rd. 
Miss B. writes:—‘We have had to flee from Yangchau. I cannot 
atop now to describe the last few days, if indeed they are describable. 
The next mail must bring you particulars of events. Meanwhile you 
will join us in praise to God for saving our lives and limbs, and our 
moet valuable property. The rioters sacked every room but one, in 
which were all our most important papers and the bulk of our money. 
. « + «+ We had to escape for our lives by jumping from the roof 
over the front of the reception hall. But God graciously sustained and 
saved us. Very earnestly do I desire and plead that He will yet take 
us back to that city, for His glory's sake.’ ”

RANGOON AND WESTERN CHINA. 

THE collapse of the much-vaunted Bhamd expedition has 
been followed by a report that seems almost too good to be 
true, namely, that measures will at once be taken to com- 
plete the survey of Captain Sprye’s long neglected route 
from Rangoon to the frontiers of South-Western China. It 
will be in the recollection of many of our readers that we 
were consistent in supporting Captain Sprye’s scheme from 
its inception, and that we repeatedly urged on the Go- 
vernment the necessity of having his proposed route pro- 
perly surveyed. Our view of the case was corroborated 
not only by all those journals competent to deal with 
the subject, but by oft-repeated representations from all 
‘the principal Chambers of Commerce. Year after year 
_the indefatigable exertions of Captain Sprye and his friends 
proved unavailing; and at last we laid down our pen, 
feeling that the passive resistance offered by those in 
authority was too great to be overcome. For a long 
time we could only sympathise with the gallant explorer in 
his never ceasing yet always abortive efforts to procure that 
recognition which in common fairness should have been ac- 
corded him ; until, with the advent of the present Govern- 
ment, a ray of light seemed to fall on his path. Just twelve 
months since we announced—with no little satisfaction—that 
a partial survey of the route, undertaken during Lord Cran- 
BORNE’'S administration, had been attended with most satis- 
factory results, and that at least half the distance to be 
traversed had been found to be perfectly practicable. 
Yet, we remarked, the Indian Government still seemed 
inclined to throw difficulties in the way; and this adverse 
policy has been most stedfastly persevered with. The Indian 
authorities having a crotchet about Bhamd, determined to 
suppress Captain Spryr’s route of only 500 miles, in order to 
send an expedition to Bhamd, which is between 800 and 900 
miles from Rangoon. This expedition started from the 
latter place in December last, and arrived at Mandalay, the 

- capital of Burmah proper, 675 miles by river from Rangoon, 
on the 8th of January. Leaving Mandalay in a small 
steamer on the 13th, they reached Bhamd, about 230 miles 
north of Mandalay, on the 21st of the same month. Bhamd, 
when reached, proved to be a miserable, ruinous, poverty- 
stricken place, overgrown with weeds and surrounded by 
unhealthy swamps ; clearly no place for trade. After being 
detained here several weeks by all sorts of obstacles, the 
expedition at last managed to push on to Ponsee, a small 
Kakyan village only forty miles further up ; and here, after 
a very trying detention of two months, unable to move for- 
ward for want of baggage cattle, the chief of the expe- 
dition, Captain Siapen, felt it necessary to break up 

. the party and send back the principal portion of it, he 
himeelf and Dr. ANDERSON remaining still at Ponsee, 
with the collected funds of all, for ‘ political inquiries 
and objects.” However successful these political inves- 
tigations may be it is very certain that as a trade-route this 
roundabout way is an utter failure. For a time the Indian 
authorities have succeeded in shelving Captain Sprye’s route 
in favour of this abortive project of their own ; now, itis to be 
hoped, after such an egregious failure, they will no longer 
have the face to ignore a project which, as we have already 
said, receives the support of all persons who are competent to 
express an opinion about it. We trust we are not prema- 
ture in congratulating its author on the prospect of a speedy 
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accomplishment of his desires. The remaining portion of 
the route might easily be examined during the next dry 
season, and Sir StarrorD Nortacore should lose no time in 
ordering the completion of the work so well commenced by 
Lord CRANBORNE. 


THE PACIFIC MAIL LINE. 

Tue route to and from China and Japan by way of San 
Francisco seems to be in growing favour with travellers, and 
we hear of several parties of merchants and others having 
recently returned home that way. There has been of late a 
very serious drawback to the comfort of passengers in the 
overcrowding that has existed on that portion of the line be- 
tween San Francisco and New York. Passengers for Europe, 
leaving the Pacific Company's steamers at Aspinwall, esca 
@ portion of this, but only a portion. It seems that Mr. 
Wess, an American shipbuilder, started an opposition line 
between New York and San Francisco, and the competition 
thus established reduced the first-class passage from $300 to 
$100 ; hence the overcrowding and inferior accommodation 
complained of, The steamer Rising Star, which left New York 
for Aspinwall on the lst instant, took somewhere about six 
hundred passengers for San Francisco, of whom a large 
number were, as might be expected, of a rather undesirable 
character to travel with. It seemed to us that if the traffic 
were sufficient to supply two lines of steamers with such large 
numbers of passengers, the Pacific Mail Company would have 
been quite safe in raising their rate to at least double this 
low figure, and might moreover have done this with increased 
economy to themselves, as well as greater comfort to their 
patrons. The better class of travellers would have been glad 
to pay a higher rate for better accommodation and more 
select company, and the Pacific Company would have com- 
manded a preference on the part of the wealthy and refined 
classes, and might have regarded with comparative indiffer- 
ence the struggles of the opposition line to secure, by ruinously 
low prices, the favour of the great unwashed. The last ad- 
vices from New York announce, however, that the opposition 
has been withdrawn—that is run off, we suppose, by the 
superior power of the Pacific Company—and that the old 
tariff has consequently been re-established. 

We have already expressed surprise at the fact that no 
mails are made up in this country for transmission to China 
and Japan by the Pacific route. For Yokohama it is clearly 
the shortest by several days, while for China, though not 
superseding the old route, it would be of great use. On re- 
presenting these facts to the Postal authorities some months 
since, we were met with an allusion to the irregularity of the 
Pacific Mail service, which was regarded as an obstacle. At 
that time, certainly, the monthly departures from San Fran- 
cisco were not in force ; but now that the steamers leave that 
port regularly on the 2nd or 3rd of each month, and there is 
a daily mail overland from New York to San Francisco, ac- 
complishing the distance in from twelve to thirteen days, we 
can really see no reason why a monthly mail should not be 
made up in London for conveyance that way. We under- 
stand the matter is still under the consideration of the Post- 
master-General. It may be interesting to hote that the rate 
of postage charged by the overland mail between New York 
and Sau Francisco is extremely low—only three cents per 
half-ounce, and ten cents to China and Japan. “Ni ewspapers, 
however, cannot be sent this way. 

A fine new steamer called the America is building in New 
York for this company, to run between San Francisco and 
Yokohama, and will be ready to sail about February next. 
She is built of live oak, hacmetac and yellow pine, with 
diagonal iron bracings, and is in many respects like the 
China and Great Republic, though in some way superior to 
those vessels, Her length will be 380 feet ; beam, 48 feet ; 
depth of hold, 31 feet 6 inches. She will have three decks, 
besides n light “ hurricane ” deck ; thirty state-rooms on the 
upper deck, capable of comfortably accommodating 90 first- 
class passengers ; a ladies’ saloon on the afterpart, and a 
smoking-room on the forepart of the hurricane deck. Be- 
tween decks there will be berths for 1,500 steerage passengers. 
The precautions against fire are worthy of special notice. On 
the main deck, forward, is a powerful steam-pump, worked 
independently of the ship’s engines by a separate boiler and 
furnace. From this pump a 4}-inch iron pipe runs the full 
length of the main and upper decks, having at every 50 feet 
a discharge-pipe, with 50 feet of hose and a nozzle perma-

nently attached and always ready for use. It is intended that 
water shall be passed through all the pipes and hose once a 
day, that they may be always in efficient working order, and 
the crew will be practised at “fire-drill” by sounding a false 
alarm once in each trip. This last, by the way, is no doubt 
a very praiseworthy precaution, but the effect on timid pas- 
sengers will probably be anything but agreeable. Still, so 
fearful a danger ia that of fire at sea, especially among a 
floating colony such as one of these steamers carries, that it 
is impossible to be too careful in guarding against it.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
- Rorrerpam, October 28. 


Some interesting Parliamentary papers were issued last week. They 
include a Bill by which it is proposed to abolish the stamp duty now 
levied on newspapers. The state of our Treasury, however, is not suf- 
ficiently favourable to allow of this duty being annihilated without the 
imposition of an equivalent, it having produced last year a revenue 
of 710,000f. The Minister proposes to cover this amount partly by 
increasing the costs of the licenses to sell tobacco, cigars, or wine and 
spirits. The Minister estimates that this will give a revenue of 
500,000f., while to cover the balance of 21,000 Mr. van Bosse proposes 
to increase the Customs duty on tea by 15f. per 100 Ib., so that this 
import will be subjected to—provided these Bills are passed—a duty of 
40f. from the let of May, 1869. The Minister states that the con- 
sumption of tea bas increased £0 largely in this country that since 
1858 the quantity imported has more than doubled. In 1853 the 
consumption was 726,410 Jbs., giving a revenue of 145,282f., and in 
1867 1,553,873 lbs., producing 388,468f. This favourable resnlt has 
been obtained, notwithstanding that the duty was increased in 1863 by 
5f. per 100 lbs. The Minister is of opinion that the consumption will 
not be decreased by the adoption of this measure, and that the revenues 
of this duty will be augmented by at least 233,000f. I believe this 
propoeal will meet with strong opposition from the merchants, on 
the ground of being contrary to the principles of free trade. 

r. E. de Waal, the Minister of the Colonial Department, has laid 
before the members the documents respecting the Huet scandal. They 
prove that the ex-Minister Hasselman gave a free passage to Mr. Huet 
and his family, he being charged with the mission to examine the press 
law in India. The ex-Minister was of opinion that the press in India 
‘was too violent and passionate, and he saw in Mr. Huet the right man 
to restrain this press. It is quite clear that this motive is only a blind, 
and that Mr. Hasselman as well as Mr. Huet are compromised. You 
will remember that the Conservative papers insinuated that the 
Liberal Ministers of the Colonial Department had given from time to 
time free passage to persons, not being functionaries of the State. An 
inquiry has proved that this insinuation was entirely without founda- 
tion. Only on two or three occasions has a free passage been given, 
‘god then only to natives of India, who could not return without the 
aasistance of the Government. 

The negociations between Holland and the Rhine States for a revi- 
sion of the shipping treaty on the Rhine have been reopened, and 
have led toa good result. A new treaty will ceme into force on the 
15th of March next. 

Rumours have again been set in circulation that a commercial and 
Military treaty had been concluded between France and the Nether- 
lands. I, however, can assure you on the best authority that these 
rumours are quite unfounded. 

According to official returns our national debt has been decreased 
since 1850 by an amount of [.275.325,525 36c., by which is spared an 
interest of f.8,435,096 17c. 

In our local papers some correspondence has appeared respecting 
the Rotterdam Bank. It is stated that one of the managers hag re- 
signed his post at the bank, which will result ina total standstill of 
the business in India, and the necessity is urged that the bank should 
be liquidated at once to secure what can be saved. The laat news 
from Sourabaya has greatly increased the prevailing uneasiness, by 
the intelligence that one of the largest houses there had stopped pay- 
ment. The bank is considerably interested in the firm.

NORTH GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) : 
Hamsvra, October 26. 

The North German steam corvette Medusa is under orders to gét 
ready with the utmost despatch, and sail immediately for China and 
Japan, to replace the Vineta, lately returned from that station. Next 
spring another corvette will be sent out, and probably some gunboats, 
to assist in putting down piracy, The Medusa, is fitting out at Kiel, 
and Admiral Jachmann hag just passed through this city on his way to 
that port to inspect her before her departure. 

The German North Pole Expedition has returned safely from he? 
voyage of discovery in the Arctic Sea, and is now at Bremerhaven- 
Capt. Koldewey appears to be a very zealous officer, but was baffled in 
hia attempt to reach the North Pole. Off the east coast of Greenland 
he could not get higher than 75 deg. N. lat. on account of the ice, 
and sighted Pendulum Island and Cape Bruer-ruys (old Hudson's 
“ Hold-with-Hope ”), but for the same reason was unable to land. He, 
therefore, in accordance with his instructions, directed his course to 
the north-east, and spent some time in surveying Hinlopen Straits, 
between the mainland ef West Spitzbergen and North-east Land, but 
was here also unable to get through into clear water. From the 
summit of Cape Torell he saw the unknown land first seen bya 
Dutch skipper in 1707, and again in 1861 by the Swedish - 
ploring Expedition, but never yet reached, so that its nature 
and extent remain as great a geographical mystery as ever. 
The Greenland (or Germania, as she is called in the German ac- 
counts) had some difficulty in getting out of the Hinlopen Straite, 
and then proceeded to the north, but was again stopped by an im- 
penetrable barrier of ice extending on every side but the south. On 
the 14th of September Captain Koldewey reached his furthest point in 
81 deg. 5 min. north latitude, and 16 deg. east longitude, when he was 
compelled to return, and entered the Fiord of Bergen on the 30th of 
September, from which port he sailed the 24th of May. He still be- 
lieves in the possibility of reaching the Pole, but it must be in a screw 
steamer, and if another expedition is fitted out in the spring, he and 
his officers have expressed. their readiness to serve in it. With regard 
to the double name of the vessel, as above mentioned, I may here ex- 
plain that she was built at Bergen, and called the Greenland, having the 
right to sail under the Norwegian flag ; but when she was purchused by 
Dr. Petermann, of Gotha, for the exploring voyage, he. gave orders to 
have her rechristened. by the name of the Germania, and hoist the 
North German flag. But, strictly speaking, this was informal, as to 
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obian a German register a vessel must be surveyed and measured in a 
German port, and there was no time to do this before the expedition 
sailed from Bergen, where the vessel was fitted out. She is a well- 
built and handsome-looking craft of eighty tons, cutter rigved, and 
was strenuthened in the bows and sheathed with a skin of iron for 
half her length, to enable her to withstand the buff-ts she received 
from the ice. and of which ste bears abundant marks, though still in 
excellent condition and quite seaworthy. Captain Koldewey has 
brought home an interesting collection of objects of natural 
history and geology; among the latter are more than a bun- 
dred specimens of the bottom of the Arctic Basin, brought 
up by the lead in deep-sea soundings. A singular phenomenon 
was observed on the east coast of Spitzbergen, where the shore 
was covered for many miles by driftwood, piled up to a height of more 
than twenty feet, which is the more remarkable as the difference 
between high and low water is only three feet. They consist chiefly 
of pines, firs, larches and other coniferous trees, many of them fifteen 
or twenty feet long, with their branches and roots complete, all in a 
good state of preservation. and several with signs of having been quite 
recently thrown up in their present position. 

Accounts have also been received from the Swedish scientific ex- 
pedition, which has been employed this summer in measuring an arc 
of the circle on Spitbergen. The greater part of the gentlemen engaged 
in it have returned home, leaving Professor Nordenskiold and one or 
two others at Amsterdam Island, whence they were about to proceed 
in the Government steamer Sofia, under the command of Lieutenant 
Von Otter, to as high a latitude as it may be possible to reach, though 
from the state of the ice in the middle of September there is not much 
ebance of their getting up higher than the German Expedition. They 
have also brought home some valuable collections of the Fauna and 
Flora of Spitzbergen, among which are some gigantic bones of an un- 
known description of crocodile belonging to a period between the coal 
and the miocene formations; also various specimens of fossil wood 
of the palm-tree, showing that at a former period the climate of Spitz- 
bergen must have been temperate, if not tropical.

NEW YORK COMMERCIAL ADVICES. 

The following is a copy of Messrs. Beebe and Brothers’ Tea Circular, 
dated Oct. 8, 1868 :— 

“In resyming our reports of the tea market we have now to note 
Continued activity in the demand for Greens during the week following 
the date of our last, resulting in reales to the extent of 14,000 half- 
chesta, including about 6,000 half-chests ex Annie Braginton, to arrive 
from Canada. Extreme prices have been realised for the lower grades, 
without, however, advancing the quotable value of chops, except those 
including an excess of cargo kinds. At the close there is less anima- 
tion, owing to the paucity of atock in the hands of importers and the 
usual reaction of our market after a period of more than ordinary ac- 
tivity. In Japans business has been small, 1,900 half-cheats covering 
the amount of sales from first hands since our last; this description 
of tea is in moderate stock, and finally held at old quotations. For 
Oolongs the demand is limited and market weak at current rates. 
The supply is large for the season, much of it undesirable, and the 
trade disinclined to buy in advance of actual wants except at lower 
Prices. The sales from first hands since the 25th ult. were 4,300 half- 
cheata, mainly of fair cargo. Amoy kinds at 52c. to 58c. duty paid.”

THE AMERICAN PRESS ON BRITISH RELATIONS 
WITH CHINA. 
(NEW YORK HERALD.) 

Although the Chinese Embassy seems to have a quiet time in Lon- 
don, and though no official action with regard to the object of the 
mission has been taken. as far as we know, the british Press continues 
to growl ina piteous and jealous manner. This is shown in a long, 
carefully studied and laboured article in the London 7'imes. 

There are two things relative to this Embassy and the policy it has 
inaugurated which are particularly obnoxious—namely, the appoint- 
ment of an American citizen by the Chine-e Government as chief Am- 
bassador in this, the most important mission that ever left the Empire, 
and the supplementary treaty which has firat been made with the 
United States, that reverses the long established and dearly cherished 
British policy in the East and towards China. The article referred to— 
and that, it may be said, represents pretty correctly the sentiments of 
all the old India and China merchants, ag well as of a large party in 
England —takes a review of the treaty relations all through teteean 
Great Britain and the Chinese Empire, and shows clearly that the 
uniform policy of the British has been one of force—a gunpowder 

olicy—and that China has invariably been whipped into submission. 

et. strange to say, after recounting all this history of coercion by 
brute force, and of treating the Chinese, like all the other Asiatics, ag 
having no national rights which Europeans were bound to respect, we 
are naively told that England has been wonderfully forbearing and 
kind. More than that, this is urged as a reason why the Chinese Go- 
vernment ought not to have treated England so coldly in preferring 
an American instead of an Englishman for ita envoy, and in making a 
treaty first with the United States. What ingratitude for the leniency, 
disinterestedness, and humanity of the British ! 

But the Chinese did not view the matter in that light. They had a 
vivid remembrance of British dictation in their own affairs, of British 
assumption, of British cannon and of the whole conduct of the British 
in subjugating a large portion of Asia. They have never ceased to 
fear (and not without reason) that the fate of India might be their 
fate and that the English policy of aggresssion step by step upon their 
aoil and national rights was intended to produce ultimately the same 
result as had been produced in Hindostan. They have fully under- 
stood that the caresses of the British lion are dangerous and end in 
the victim being devonred. Both their own history and that of India 
taught them to doubt the English and to look elsewhere for friends. 
Casting their eyes over the Pucific Ocean they saw a mighty nation 
which did not want to make conquests in Asia, which respected the 
principles of national independence, of self-government and the in- 
tegrity of nations. They saw, toc, that this country was comparatively 
a near neighbour, and that in its rapid progress it must soon have the 
largest commercial relations with themselves. California had already 
stretched out her hand to China, and a steamship line connected the 
two continents. The Chinese are a sagacious people, and they could 
not help seeing that the future relations with America must be of 
the widest and most important character. What more natural, then 
under all these circumstances, than that the Government at Pekingehould 
seek the friendship of the United States? What more natural than that 
it should offer the high position of Ambassador to Mr. Burlinghame, 
an American citizen who, as Minister from his own country, had shown 
great ability and the best disposition toward China? Under the cir- 
cumstances it waa necessary to take an American or a European for 
the miasion, there being no Chinaman sufficiently instructed in such 
matters abroad. Had Sir Frederick Bruce, the former British 
Minister, been in China at the time he might have been offered the 
hononor ; for he, like Mr. Burlinghame, was a friend of China and 
favoured the new policy respecting the national rights of the Chinese 
and the integrity of their great Empire. We say, then, it wa- natural 
that Mr. Burlinghame should be offered the position of Envoy, and 
that he should come here first to make atreaty. This jealousy on the 

art of the British with regard to America is as puerile as it is futile. 

he destiny of this country with regard to its power and commerce 
on and across the Pacific cannot be arrested by Great Britain or any 
other nation. We «hall march with giant strides to fulfil that destiny, 
and though England has at present by far the largest trade with Ching 
it will not be long before we shall occupy that position. Ina year or 
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two the Pacific Railroads will span the Continent. ; then there will be 
several steamship lines across the Pacific Ocean, with telegraphic 
communication to China and Japan. All this will be only the 
work of a few years, and when accomplished the vast trade of 
Rastern Asia will be turned to and across the American Continent. 
The United States must, in the natural course of events, become 
the centre of the world, and will control the destiny of China, 
Japan, and other parts of the Asiatic Continent facing the Pacific 
Ocean. It will not be, however, by force of arms, but by the power of 
commerce and ideas. If any conflict should come in the future between 
any of the great Powers for supremacy or influence over the trade or 
interests of that part of the world it ig more likely to be between 
Russia and the United States, though the two nations now are 80 
friendly. The destiny of Russia is eaetward and ours westward, and 
we shall meet in time. Russia is continually marching onward in that 
direction, as we see by her conquests in Bokhara and other parte of 
Bastern Asia, and by her significant refusal to ratify the treaty made 
by General von Kaufman with the Emir of Bokhara., But with regard 
to the jealousy of England relative to our relations and influence with 
China at the present time or in the immediate future, it will not be 
wise for her to make a quarrel or to throw herself offensively in our 
path, for we can seize and hold the Canadas and all the British posses- 
gions on this Continent with little difficulty. Then, after doing that 
and becoming a continental empire, our power and influence would 
atill be as great or greater acroas the Pacific Ocean and over Eastern 


Asia.

Mr. Burlinghame’s Chineze Embassy has not met with the enthusi- 
astic reception from the press and people of England which greeted it in 
this country. We recognised fully its universal political importance, 
and were disposed to accept and to welcome it aa a favourable sign of 

eat progress in universal civilisation. The English, however, attach 
Fite or no importance to the Embassy, condemn as retrogressive the 
policy which prompted its authorisation, ridicule our “live Ameri- 
oan” at its head as‘‘asbrewd Yankee with am eye to business and 
bis own emoluments” (forgetting altogether that their own Minister 
¢o China urged Mr. Burlinghame and Mr. Brown, an attache of the 
English Legation, to accept their present positions in the interests of 
Civilisation), and generally betray only bad temper and vexation of 
spirit instead of enthusiasm and hospitality. We imagine that the 
game ungracious spirit will be displayed on the appearance of the 
Embassy in France and Russia, for the press and people and the au- 
thorities of each of these countries detect in this movement the de- 
velopment of a new Power and a new policy. They can see, too, into 
phrophetic vision, if they will carefully study the history of the rise 
and progress of modern civilisation, that this new Power is to become 
@apreme in Asia. 

Hitherto England and Russia have been the dominant foreign Powers 
in Asia, and their supremacy there has been gained and maintained 
by force of arms. England with her troops and trade, including the 
infamous opium traffic, has penetrated into India until she has reached 
the south-western wall of China. Russia has penetrated from Siberia 
to Samarcand ; Bokhara is virtually a Russian dependency ; she is 
already pressing for admission at the north-western gates of China, and 
only Affghanistan lies between the Russian southern and the Indian 
northern frontier. Let either penetrate into Affghanistan and they 
meet, and meeting in that country means either a contest with each 
otber or an alliance for further conquests in another direction. The 
fear of sucb a conflict has long troubled the English Viceroys in India ; 
@ powerful faction of the English East India House is familiarly known 
as the ‘Anti Russian section ;” and the late triumph of the Russians 
at Samarcand over the Emir of Bokhara far more seriously agitated 
England than was generally suppored. The English recognise that the 
Russians are searching for the wealth of the South—not the frozen re- 
gions of the North, or the vast deserts of Central Asia, and that their 
mext forward movement will take them into India, where the British 
are, or into China, where the British wish to be. 

The Chinese have a wholesome fear that it is their country which is 
next to be invaded. They are perfectly familiar with the aggressive 

liey of England in over-running India, in bombarding Canton and 
in plundering the Summer Palace of their Emperor at Peking. Bri- 
tieh traffic at the Five Treaty Ports has tended to deplete rather than 
to enrich the Chinese treasury, for tbe imports of China from Great 
Britain have been nearly double her exports to the same country. 
This to an agricultural and producing people like the Chinese has the 
appearance of an aggressive policy in conducting trade as well as in 
conquering territory. It is the fear that England and Russia, meeting 
in Central Asia, instead of crossing lances with each other, may turn 
their combined forces on the Chinese Empire which has actuated the 
Celestials to form the alliances she is now seeking. 

Greater wisdom than we have usually given the Chinese credit for 
guided them in the selection of the United States as the first and 
cbiefest of these allies. “They builded better than they knew,” or 
than the world generally suspects in that choice. First of all, com- 
mercially, America is China’s best customer, for our imports from that 
country have for years past been twenty times as great as our exports 
thither, and the Chinese believe that this trade may, with the growing 
facilities of transportation and other increasing advantages, be aug- 
mented in like ratio indefinitely. Secondly, the foreign policy of the 
United States is most in accord with her own; we are not exactly ex- 
clusionists—only so far as the Monroe Doctrine means exclusion—but, 
like China, we have never had an aggressive foreign policy. We are 
aot without, great influence in Japan and in the treaty ports; we are 
practically the nearest neighbour of the Celestiala, and, what is most 
important, we are peacefully inclined. In forming an alliance with 
America, China morally strengthened her own position at ome, and of 
all other alliances which she has or may form ours will most tend to 
protect her in her unity. 

The English say in her exclusiveness. They maintain that the ulti- 
mate aim of the movement is to reclose the treaty ports and expel the 
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Europeans from the seaboard, and they talk grandiloquently of the 
retrogression of civilisation in that country. But the real fear is the 
cessation of their profitable trade, the loss of the immense tea revenue 
of the British Government, and, worst of all, the stop which this 
alliance must put to the darling schemes of the East India House for 
larger trade with the interior of China. Their opposition to the treaty 
as presented and adopted in this country is on this score alone. Rus- 
sia, too, will object. France, just repulsed in her attempts to get a 
foothold off the Chinese coast, may play the virtuous part, cry ‘‘sour 
grapes,” and readily recognise the Embassy out of spite to England 
and Russia. Prussia, Austria, all central Europe in fact, not from any 
great interest in aiding China, but particularly desirous of weakening 
England and Russia, will adopt the treaty substantially as we have it 
here. This once effected, China will be as completely protected as 
moral force can pmotect her, and Russia and England will be left to 
dispute over the little bone of Affghanistan, or the big one of India. 
In either case it will be likely to prove a political version of the “ Kil- 
kenny cats.” 


It ia not difficult to believe that the new policy of peace will prove 
of superior strength to the old one of arms, and that permanent 
supremacy in the richest empire of the world will eventually belong te 
the American thus invited. There is no reason why the policy which 
thus protects China should not enrich America if the incoming ad- 
ministration of General Grant is conducted in ita Foreign Departe 
ment with the wisdom and statesmanship which has characterised our 
foreign policy in general, and the administration of Southern affairs 
since the work of reconstruction was given into the hands of the 
General-in-Chief. The trade of Great Britain with China is ten times 
our own: in 1866 it amounted to $113,615,640 exports to China, 
and $73,846,475 imports from the same. With the: advantages 
of the good will of the Chinese, our near approach to their shores 
and the extension of onr facilities for transportation, there is great 
probability of our absorption of that profitable trade. We are in 
a position at this time to obtain a much better footing in Chima 
than has any other nation. When the English bombarded and 
seized Canton, they found the peopie as accessible, socially and com- 
mercially, as those of any city in the world ; ‘‘exclusiveness"’ proved 
to be a public policy of the rulers rather than a domestic principle of 
the people. That policy has been maintained only from fear of foreign 
interference ; the clauses in the new treaty with us retaining control 
of all internal improvements, &c., are simply diplomatic barriers to 
this foreign interference in the dread of which the Madarin class who 
govern China have been educated for ages. But it ia not an irrevo- 
cable policy. Mr. Burlinghame represented, while in this country, 
that the Government of China intends to throw the Empire open to 
trade and emigration when the foreign Powers, which have hitherto forced 
their trade regulations and consular courts on them by arms, sball have 
granted to her the same privilege of regulating her internal affairs 
that is accorded to France, to England, and all independent Powers. 
This they seek by their new treaty and alliances. It seems destined 
that America, having gained, through ita sustained reputation for a 
policy of non-intervention in foreign affairs, and an aversion to en- 
tangling alliances, the confidence of the Chinese ralers, is now to be 
instrumental in opening China and its third of the buman race to civi- 
lisation, and at the same time to enrich itself beyond calculation. 
Europe may as well recognise that China is no longer a world to be 
conquered, peace has won there what will prove one of her most re- 
nowned victories, and England and Russia may sit down like a couple 
of disgusted Alexanders, and weep because that world no longer re- 
mains to be conquered. In the meantime, do not let American states- 
men and merchants forget that the rich reward of our sudden supre- 
macy in Asia yet remains to be gathered. 


TRADE WITH WESTERN CHINA. 

Captain Richard Sprye, the original promoter of a direct trade-route 
from Rangoon to Western China, has addressed the following letter on 
the subject to the Editor of The Times :— 

“ Sir, —My attention having been called to the notice in your Money 
Article of the 20th of the failure of the survey of the route from Baman 
to Tali-foo, for British and Indian trade with the west of Chins, I 
solicit permission to remark on an error in it of some import to the 
commercial public. It states that while the direct route from Rangoon 
to Kianghung. on the Upper Kamboja river, is only 500 miles in length, 
the one by Bamau is 800 miles. Now, the Bamau route, to explore 
which, at a considerable cost, the Government of India suddenly 
stopped the half completed survey of the direct one, is in length a8 
follows:—From Rangoon by the Irrawadi river to Mandalay, the 
capital of Burmah proper, 675 miles; from Mandalay, by the same 
stream to Bamau, 230 miles; making together 905 miles of river 
carriage. The land distances then are—from Bamau to Santa, air-line, 
N. 68 E., 72 miles; Santa to Tali-foo, air-line, N. 61 E.. 125 miles. 
Add to these the usual one-third for road variations. and it gives 263 
miles of land carriage, and makes the total distance 1,168 miles, in- 
stead of 800 only, as stated in The Times, and 668 more than the 
direct route. Some years since I sent to the then Secretary of State 
for India a fall description of this old Bamau caravan route, derived 
from reliable sources ; because, before selecting the direct land route 
from Rangoon, I necessarily collected and carefully considered all 
available information, ancient and modern, of every other possible 
route to the inland western moiety of China from India, even from 
Simla, on our north-west, to the Isthmus of Kraw, on our south-east 
frontier ; having no individual interest in or preference for any par- 
ticular one, and seeking only ‘the most practicable way’ by which for 
the United Kingdom and India to carry ona regular trade the year 
through with the extensive, pupulous, and rich western provinces of 
China, hitherto shut in from the commercial world. —I have the honour 
to remain, Sir, your humble servant, **RicHaRD Spare.” 
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THE AUSTRIAN EXPEDITION TO THE FAR EAST. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

On the 26th of September Rear-Admiral Baron von Petz, the com- 
mander of the expedition, had a private audience of the Emperor to 
take leave, and returned to Trieste on the following day to superin- 
tend the arrangements for the voyage. According to the programme, 
the mercantile reporters were to arrive at Trieste on the 4th and em- 
bark on the 6th inst. ; but the fitting out of the vessels at Pola is not 
yet completed, and according to the latest advices had not arrived at 
Trieste. Among the reporters Herr Victor Schonberger is appointed 
for the department of manufactured goods, raw preduce, and exports, 
for which he has qualified himself by studying the usances of trade 
at Hamburg, Manchester, and other commercial emporiums; Dr. 
Syrski (for the breeding of silkworms) is zoologist, botanist, and 
director of the Museum of Natural History at Trieste, and for the last 
three years has conducted the breeding of silkworms on the estate of 
Count Czopski, in Volhynia; Dr. Schmucker, for the chemical depart- 
ment, is a Doctor of Chemistry, district chemist, and has practical and 
theoretical experience of dyeing, printing, and tanning, as well as the 
manufacture of glass and silk-piece goods, and has visited many coun- 
tries; Arthur von Skola, for textile industry, has studied technically 
at Vienna, and practically, in the spinning and weaving departments, 
in the principal mannfacturing towns of South Germany, Switzerland, 
Belgium, France, and England, and was the Austrian Commissioner 
for Manufactured Goods at the Paris Exhibition last year; Hermann 
Hardt, for metals, haa worked in the mines in North and South 
America, and is, therefore, practically acquainted with the different 
ores, the processes of extracting the metals, and refining and manufao- 
turing them. During the late American civil war Herr Hardt served 
in the Unionist army, and was present at many of the great battles. 
All the reporters speak and write fluently English and French, and 
many of them Italian, besides their own native German. Among the 
one hundred and forty-three applicants in the German half of the 
Austrian monarchy was a female cook, who wished for a situation 
*Camong the female servants of the expedition.” She professed to 
know how to cook, wash, sew, knit, and perform other domestic 
duties, including attendance and care of the sick. ‘‘She speaks 
French, and has a great wish to see foreign countries.” But in spite 
of all these advantages her offers of service were declined. 

The ‘‘ Instructions for the civilians appointed to accompary the ex- 
pedition to Eastern Asia and to embark on board his Imperial Majesty's 
corvette Friedrich,” which have just been published for their guidance, 
lay stress upon the fact that the principal object of the mission is to 
promote the interests of trade and industry. The Ministerial Councillor, 
Dr. von Scherzer, who is placed at the head of this department, is 

-authorised to command the services of the reporters, and regulate their 
proceedings in accordance with his own judgment, and they are bound 
to éxecute his orders to the best of their abilities. In other respects 


they are placed under the Ambassador-Admiral, and for the internal 
discipline of the ship under the commander of the Friedrich. They 
have each to keep a journal of all events and observations that lie in 
their departments at all the ports and places where they land, which 
journals are to be at all times open to the inspection and perusal of 
their civil chief, and are to be sent to the Minister for Commerce at 
the expiration of the mission, together with a general report em- 
bracing the result of their experiences and proposals for the utilisation 
of the same for the benefit of Austria. 


For the Sovereigns of Siam and Japan several very valuable presents 
have been prepared and are being shipped, and many industrial estab- 
lishments, animated with a patriotic desire to make known in those 
distant regions the various resources of the Empire, have contributed 
without any charge or expectation of recompense profase collections of 
the best and choicest articles they manufacture. Among these disin- 
terested gentlemen may be mentioned Herr Otto von Bauer, at Brunn; 
Johann and Franz von Liebig, at Reichenberg; Gustav Trenkler, at 
Prague ; and Herr Hartmann at Vienna, who have sent in a brilliant 
assortment of glassware, manufactures of various descriptions, and 
meerschaum pipes. Altogether the samples and patterns of Austrian 
industry fill a hundred and eighty large chests. Hungary sends ont 
her own special reporters, but we just learn that one of them, Herr 
Julius von Szekats, has at the last moment declined to go out and 
tendered his resignation. 

In order to fucilitate the correspondence for the members of the 
Expedition, notice has been given that letters and bundles of news- 
papers (the latter not to exceed 3 lbs. each) may be sent in at any time 
and will be received and forwarded by the first opportunity by the 
Naval Section of the War-office without any charge for postage. 
The addresses on the letters must be legibly written in English, or at 
all events in Roman characters, and contain merely the name of the 
person and the ship on board which he goes out. 

Dr. von Scherzer has arrived at Trieste to superintend the different 
arrangements connected with the department over which he is ap- 

inted to preside; and as soon as the expedition has fairly sailed he 

imself will proceed by steamer to Egypt, to make himself acquainted 


by personal observation with the state and prospects of the Suez 


anal, in order to take measures for the future utilisation of the under- | 
taking in the interests of Austrian commerce and industry.

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BURMAH AND WESTERN CHINA. 


(STANDARD. ) 

A splendid prize seems to be almost within the grasp of our English 
merchants. The Chambers of Commerce have long been urging the sub- 
ject on the attention of the Government, and some of our most eminent 
statesmen—including the present Sccretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
—have admitted the great importance of the question. Two hundred 
millions of people, in the main civilised and prosperous, are practi- 
cally cut off from British commerce; yet we have only five hundred 
miles of territory to traverse in order to reach them, half of the line 
of route being in the British dominions, and the other half subject to 
princes who are favourable to the project. Political difficulties in 
reality there are none, and the physical obstacles are ao slight as to be 
readily conquered by a moderate amount of engineering. We simply 
want a light description of railroad between one point and the other— 
little more than a tramway, ir fact—and the channel will be at once 
opened for a trade which would be of immense value both to England 
and to India, while at the same time certain collateral advantages 
would be secured the importance of which might appear subsequently. 
The difficulties which lie in the way and obstruct all these desirable 
results are neither political, physical, nor even financial. The obstacles 
are of the pure obstructive character, partly made up of official preju- 
dice, and partly composed of petty interests, which place themselves 
in antagonism to the general good. 

By conquest and by treaty England has so curtailed the once ex- 
tensive area ruled over by the King of Burmah that this sole block 
between British India and the Empire of China is considerably nar- 
rowed. Between Assam and China the interval is exceedingly small, 
but it so happens that at this point the enormous mountain rangeg, 
the strongholds of numerous savage tribes, interpose an effectual 
barrier, in addition to which the distance from the Bay of Bengal 
renders any approach to China from this quarter valueless as affecting 
British commerce. It is at the same time very natural that the As- 
sam tea planters should desire to see a route to China opened up 
somewhere near this region, aa they would hope to get Chinese coolies 
to labour in the plantations, where there is at present a great lack 
of labourers, the hill tribes disdaining the employment, while 
the coolies of the Indian plains are not only hard to obtain, but 
still more difficult to keep. So far there is an influence at work 
in favour of this northern route to Western China, though the 
nature of the country really forbids the idea of such an enterprise, 
except at enormous cost and inconvenience. In conjunction with 
the Agsam planters are the Calcutta merchants, who, as might be 
expected, are anxious that, if trade be opened with Western Chins 
at all, it should flow throngh their warehouses, and enrich the recog- 
nised capital of British India. Calcutta, moreover, knows very well 
that Rangoon is a rising port, and, to some extent, a competitor for 
commercial honours. For Western China to be approached by a direct 
route from Rangoon is little better than heresy in the opinion of a 
Calcutta Croesus, however beneficial such a plan might prove to the 
Indian empire at large. The dominant feeling at Calcutta naturally 
im presses itself upon the official mind, and the traditions of the bureau 
are either opposed altogether to the idea of trade across the frontier 
with Western China, or in favour of a route which shall have nothing 
to do with Rangoon. There have even been parties, high in station, 
who have disputed whether Western China was worth dealing with at 
all, although Lord Elgin had long ago declared its immense im- 
portance. It is at the same time notorious that we cannot reach that 
part of the Celestial Empire except by an inland route. Our ships 
which enter the Chinese ports are merely touching the outskirts of 
that vast trade which otherwise would be available for British com- 
merce. In the meantime certain neighbours of ours are by no means 
disposed to imitate our apathy. France has planted her flag in 
Cochin-China, and by means of annexations and protectorates 
is working her way up the Cambodia river. A strongly for- 
tified French port now presents itself on the sea route from 
Singapore to Hong Kong, and from Calcutta to Shanghai. In 
the event of hostilities between England and France the latter 
would be in a position to command the China Seas, we having 
no settlement between Singapore and Hong Kong. Eight years agoa 
combined French and Spanish naval expedition sacked and burned 
the city of Saigon, the inhabitants were driven from the surrounding 
country, and a French colony was forthwith established. Three years 
later the whole of ancient Cambodia came under French protection, 
and in the following year the independent States of Laos were similarly 
favoured, thus carrying French authority to the frontiers of Tonquin. 
France thus not only holds all the mouths of the Cambodia river, but 
also commands the stream itself as far up as the three Siamese Shan 
States, formerly tributary to Burmah, but which now own a sort of 
allegiance to the King of Siam. It is said that the King of Burmah 
would not be altogether displeased if these revolted States were snapped 
| up by France. He himself would lose nothing as the case now stands, 
’ 
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and his royal friend at Bangkok would be deprived of the pleasant 
morsel which dropped into his mouth during troublous times a few 


years ago. 

In these and other ways French influence is extending, until there is 
danger that the direct route from Rangoon to Western China will be 
intercepted by F rench territory, thereby closing to our merchants the 
golden gate which, for the present, stands so temptingly open. The 
British possessions in Pegu extend very nearly to 20 degs. north Jati- 
tude. The north-east corner lies not far from the Chinese caravan route 
from Esmok, and isabout 250 miles from Rangoon. Starting from this 
north-east angle of Pegu, another 250 miles or thereabouts conducts 
to the city of Kiang-hung, the capital of that Shan State, situated on 
the right bank of the Upper Cambodia, where the riyer is at all times 
navigable. The whole of the route from Pegu lies through terri- 
tories of Shan Princes tributary to the King of Burmah, but who, while 
loyal to their sover eign, have expressed themselves most favourable to 
the extension of British commerce. As for the King of Barmah, this 
ruler has given ample proof of his concurrence. At the close of last 
year, when it was announced that the British Government were about 
to survey the line from Pegue to Kiang-hung, the King immediately 
issued a Royal mandate requiring that every facility should be given to 
the surveying party, in addition to which his Majesty sent a guard of 
fifty soldiers to meet and escort the expedition. The Burmese body- 
guard waited on the frontier for three months, and then returned to 
the Royal palace at Mandelay. Calcutta influence was at work. The 
survey which had been commenced under the auspices of Lord Cran- 
borne was abruptly broken off ; and instead of the direct route being 
pursued, orders were given by Sir John Lawrence for the survey of 
another route, proceeding by the Irawadee through the Burman capital 
to Bamau. It is true that this route starts from Rangoon; but asa 
means of opening up to England and India the commerce of Western 
China, it must for ever remain perfectly useless. There are real politi- 
cal difficulties in the way here, as well as those that are physical. The 
King of Burmah has no objection to our passing across a remote corner 
of his empire, like that where the south-eastern Shan States are situated; 
but, in common with his Ministers of State, he unquestionably views 
with apprehension—though he may strive to conceal the feeling—the 
prospect of our commerce being carried through the heart of his em- 
pire and under the very walls of his capital. But if his Majesty 
were ever £0 willing, there are certain physical obstacles, permanent 
and decisive. From Rangoon to Bamau is at least 900 miles, while 
from Rangoon to Kiang-hung (where the Chinese are ready to meet 
us) is only 500. Neither is Bamau the end of the longer route. Ar- 
rived at that point, enormous mountains have to be crossed, where 
only strings of mulea can be expected to go; and, when the paseage 
over the frontier is accomplished, the entry into China is made in a 
mountainous and unsuitable part. The attempt to survey the ground 
from Bamau into China has just been made, and has signally failed. 
If success were to attend it, even in the faintest degree, the chances 
are that the project would then develop itself into something altogether 
different from that which now appears. It would be proposed that a 
line should be carried from Calcutta by way of Dacca, Munnepore, 
and the north of Burmah proper, to Bamau, and thence into China. 
Yet to think of constructing a railway, or even making a decent road, 
across such a mountainous region, infested with barbarous tribes, is 
pronounced by those who know anything of the country as utterly 
absurd. Intercourse there might be during the dry season, but cer- 
tainly not commerce, and above all not British commerce. The Chinese 
armies, when invading India, have never attempted to cross by this 
route, and we may be sure that they knew whether or not it was prac- 
ticable. The engineer of the recent expedition has of course sent in 
his report to the Government, and it is well known that although the 
document is as mildly drawn as poesible, yet it admits enough of the 
facta to show that the Bamau route is in every sense ineligible for the 
great purpose which it ought to serve, if it serves any at all. On the 
other hand, the route from Pegu to Kiang-hung has hitherto stood the 
teat of every inquiry, and there seems to be no doubt it is the route 
above all others which will give to British interesta that position which 
is requisite alike to the progress of our commerce and the security of 
our possessions.

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COMMERCIAL BANK CORPORATION OF INDIA AND 
THE EAST (IN LIQUIDATION). 


A meeting of the creditors of this undertaking, convened by the 
Creditors’ Committee, was held on the 20th. inst., at the Guildhall 
Tavern. The Lord Mayor occupied the chair. 

The report of the committee, which was taken ag read, states, with 
regard to the pending litigation, that they have endeavoured to ascer- 
tain in what possible way it can benefit either the shareholders of the 
corporation or the creditors, who are admittedly such, and that the 
conclusion they have arrived at is, that ita only result can be to di- 
minish by legal and other expenses the assets, which, with the 
amount estimated to be realised from the uncalled capital of £15 per 
share, are not now sufficient to pay the debts. Hence the effect of 
continuing the litigation must, so far as the shareholders are con- 
cerned, result in calling up the whole £15 per share at once, and, 
as regards the creditors, in preventing them from receiving a 
further dividend for an indefinite period. The committee think 
this is eminently a case for some concession on both sides, and that 
the shareholders should voluntarily assist the creditors to arrive at some 
basis upon which it could be settled without further contention. The 

resent debts ranking for dividend are about £2,538,000, and the 

alance now due thereon is about £1,213,000, while the total assets 
available for immediate division would be £710,000, which would pay 
the 10s. in the pound to those creditors who have not yet received the 
first dividend, and a further dividend of about 5s. 9d. in the pound to 
all creditors, 4s. of which could be distributed almost immediately, and 
the balance, allowing time for collecting and completing arrangements, 
in about six months, After paying the 5s. 9d. there would remain a 
balance of debt of about £515,000. The remaining assets, carefull 
managed, would probably yield further dividends of about 2s. to 2s. 3d. 
in the pound on the original debts, but this latter result would neces- 
sarily occupy time. 

Mr. Macnair moved, ‘‘That this meeting, having duly considered 
the statement submitted to them by the committee, and being satis- 
fied that the pending litigation between the old and new shareholders 
will, if continued, keep their affairs open for an indefinite period, 
while the expenses must. come out of the funds of the estate in which 
the creditors are solely interested (as in no event can the shareholders, 
even if successful in their ligation, get back anything after payment 
up of the full liability on their shares), are of opinion that it is to the 
interest of the creditors to agree to a fair compromise, based upon & 
speedy payment of a sum of not less than 17s. 6d. in the pound on 
their ‘cbt, without interest; and that it be referred back to the same 
committee (with power to add to their number) to take all such steps 
as may be necessary or proper to give effect to this resolution.” 

“Mr. Lawrence seconded the motion. 

Mr. Holyland thought that if a committee were appointed it should 
baie power to accept 17s. as that might be obtained out of the old 


Several creditors expressed an opinion that it was very unusual for 
creditors to propose 8 compromise to shareholders. 

The resolution was, after some discussion, carried unanimously. 

Captain Ingledue moved, ‘‘ That in the event of no compromise 
being come to the committee be requested to take all necessary steps 
to Leper on the legal proceedings between the old and new shareholders, 
and otherwise to act in the matter as they may be advised, in order to 
bring about as speedy a winding-up of the affairs as may be practi- 
cable under such circumstances.” 

The resolution was seconded and carried. 

The following resolution was also adopted :—‘‘ That the committee 
be requested to support the application for a call of the full amount of 
the uncalled liability on the shares, to come on before the Right Hon. 
the Master of the Rolls on the 30th inst., and to press for the speedy 
enforcement thereof, unless terms of compromise satisfactory to the 
committee and liquidators, or other representatives of the shareholders, 
as suggested by the preceding resolutions, be offered.” 

A subscription of a farthing in the pound upon the debt having 
been decided upon to meet the expenses of the committee, 

The proceedings were brought to a close with a vote of thanks to 
the chairman. 


INVESTMENTS IN CEYLON. 

A Ceylon merchant writes as follows to the Editor of the Money 
Market Review :— 

“ Sir,—Permit me to draw the attention of capitalists in England to 
the very favourable opportunity there is at present for remittances to 
Ceylon for purposes of investment, by the shipment of British sove- 
reigns overjand, which command a premium of seven per cent., and 
will very probably continue to be readily saleable at that figure for 
some months to come. The freight and insurance charges do not ex- 
ceed 24 per cent., I believe. 

“ Those who like low interest can obtain 5 per cent. per annum by 
depositing their money either with the Oriental Bank or the Bank of 
Madras in Colombo, and 6 per cent. from the Chartered Mercantile ; 
while those who prefer higher rates will be able to command from 7 to 
10 per cent. by lending out upon the primary mortgage of house pro- 
perty. For the latter purpose a good agent is necessary ; but one can 
easily be found among the respectable mercantile firms here. The sys- 
tem of registration is all that can be desired, and with ordinary care 
no logs need be incurred; for the Government Savings Bank and 
Loan Board, which lend out all their means to the public on the secu- 
rity of house property, bave never lost any amount worth mentioning. 

“<It should not be overlooked, that while exchange is favourable for 
remittances to Ceylon, it ia against remittances from Ceylon. In- 
vestors, therefore, must be prepared to wait for a favourable opportu- 
nity (by the turn of the exchanges), both for the receipt of interest aa 
well as for the return of their capital when they withdraw it from the 
colony.” 
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CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA, AUSTRALIA, AND 
CHINA. 


The interim or half-yearly meeting of the shareholders of the Char- 
tered Bank of India, Australia, and China was held at the London 
Tavern, on the 21st inst., under the presidency of Mr. T. A. MrrcHELL, 
MP. 

The notice calling the meeting having been read, 

The CuarnMan said on that occasion the board of directors had to 
confine itself to one resolution. It was simply a half-yearly meeting 
for the purpose of declaring an interim dividend, and no accounts or 
report were submitted. The resolution he had to propose would no 
doubt enggest itself to the shareholders, as it had been foreshadowed in 
the notices published in the City article of the Morning Post, Times, 
Daily News, and other daily papers, in accordance with a wish ex- 
pressed bya shareholder at a former meeting, that 20 soon as the 
board decided upon the dividend a notification of the amount proposed 
should be forwarded to all the papers for publication. The board of 
directors had gone most carefully into the accounts, and examined the 
position of the bank very closely, and rose from the inspection with 
much gratification and renewed confidence in the bank. They were 
able, after a rigid inspection of the books and accounts, to declare a 
dividend for the half-year at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum, free of 
income-tax. He considered he might fairly congratulate the share- 
holders upon those resulte, and the general position of the bank, after 
it had passed through three years of the most unexampled panic in the 
East—having done so with capital intact and credit unimpaired, and 
that, too, while paying an honestly earned dividend of 5 per cent. The 
board were now in a position to increase the dividend 1 per cent. They 
might have proposed a higher rate of dividend, but the board thought 
that it would be right to begin to rebuild that which had been trenched 
upon, and that which they had promised to reinstate at the earliest 
possible moment—namely, the reserve fand. There were two easen- 
tials necessary for a bank to continue prosperous—they were credit and 
the reserve fund. ‘The bank had its capital intact at the close of a crisis 
which had wrecked many similar institutions, and its credit had never 
suffered ; but to meet contingencies the reserve fund had been drawn 
upon ; and the board, finding they had done a good business, had, 
while increasing the dividend 1 per cent , borne in mind the impaired 
reserve fund of the bank, and though it was impossible for him to 
give the exact figures at that time, yet he was at liberty to say 
that the board had amply provided for everything; and at the 
close of the year, when the accounts of the twelve months came 
under consideration, the board would be able to recommend a 
very handsome addition to the reserve fand out of the profits of 
the year. The bank was doing a sound business, and he was very 
happy to say that the directors had nothing of an unpleasant nature 
to communicate to the sharcholders. A certain number of the old bad 
debts were still outstanding, but he was glad to be in a position to say 
that they were being gradually diminished bothin number and amount. 
The amount, looked at and compared with the bank’s capital and the 
securities held, was a mere trifle. The board had gone through the 
bad debts again, and found that their former estimates of loss were 
correct in the main, there being now only a few hundreds difference, 
and those few hundreds, he was happy to inform the shareholders, were 
in favour of the bank ; eo that if the board of directors had erred at 
all they had erred on the right side, and could not be accused by 
business men of being too sanguine and looking at things in too rosy a 
tint in a time of depression ; but, on the contrary, they had been pre- 
pared for the very worst. Tothat general rule there could be, and was 
only one exception. This bank was a creditor of a large corporation— 
the Commercial Bank of India and the East— which had gone into liqui- 
dation, and was found to be a very complicated affair. The liquidators 
had already paid 10s. in the pound, and bad got something further in 
hand to distribute ; but, unfortunately, there were two classes of share- 
holders in the corporation—namely, the old and new—and these two 
bodies bad been litigating one with another, to the damage of their 
mutual interests and the advantage of none but the lawyers. That 
asset the directors had put down as being worth 20s. in the pound, 
and if it did not realise that it would be the exception to the rule, but 
the board still thought their valuation of that asset the correct one. 
In conclusion, he had only to congratulate the shareholders upon the 
improved dividend, the improved business, and—he would not say 
improved credit of the bank, for that bad never been impaired, but 
improved position of the bank generally, and finish by moving the de- 
claration of a dividend for the half-year at the rate of 6 per cent. per 
avnum, free of income-tax, and announce his readiness to afford aby 
farther information which the shareholders might require. 

Mr. Jones briefly seconded the motion.

The motion Was unanimously agreed to, and the customary compli- 
ments having been paid to the chairman, directors, managers, and 
staff, the provcedings were brought toa close. 
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A meeting was held on the 22nd of the Oriental Bank Corpora- 
tion, when an interim dividend of £1 10s. per share was declared 
for the half-year ended June last, free of income-tax, being at the 
rate of 12 per cent. per annum. The net profits for the period 
named reached £102,569. 

Ata special general meeting of the Chartered Bank of India, 
Australia, and China, an interim dividend of 6 per cent. per annum 
was declared for the half-year ending the 30th of June last. The 
chairman, Mr. Mitchell, M.P., took occasion to announce that, not- 
withstanding the long-continued crisis in the East, the capital of 
the bank remained intact ; that there was a prospect of improving 
dividends; that the reserve fund was to be revived, and that a 
considerable balance had been carried forward after providing for 
the 6 per cent. dividend on the half-year. 

A meeting was held on the 20th inst. of the creditors of the 
Commercial Bank Corporation of India and the East, when the 
committee was instructed to endeavour to effect a compromise 
with the shareholders. It was also resolved to accept a sum of 
not less than 17s. 6d. in the pound without interest, to be paid 
within a certain time, to be hereafter fixed ; and in the event of 
the shareholders declining to accede to this arrangement, it was 
determined to enforce all claims in full, and to support the appli- 
cation for a call of the whole liability on the shares, to be heard 
before the Master of the Rolls on the 30th inst. A full report of 
the proceedings will be found in another column. 

A meeting of the creditors of Messrs. Salavy and Co., mer- 
chants, of London and Marseilles, chiefly in the silk trade, who 
failed on the 5th inst., was held on the 21st inst., when a state- 
ment submitted by Messrs. Lovering and Minton, the accountants, 
showed liabilities (in addition to £60,274 to secured creditors) 
amounting to £22,940, besides commitments of £25,344 on bills 
under discount, of which latter £14,664 are expected to rank on 
the estate. To meet these the assets, even under the most 
favourable estimate, amount only to £8,228. After some discus- 
sion it was resolved to appoint a committee of three of the prin- 
cipal creditors to institute a close investigation, and to report to 
a future meeting. 

The commission appointed by the Legislative Council of India 
to inquire into the failure of the Bank of Bombay has arrived in 
this country, and the inquiry will be resumed forthwith at the 
India Office. Under an Act passed in the last session of Parlia- 
ment the commissioners are empowered to examine the witnesses 
in this country on oath. The general object of the inquiry is to 
ascertain the liability or otherwise of the Government of Bombay, 
through the directors officially appointed, to the shareholders for 
their losses, and it is expected to occupy some time. Several 
witnesses of high position will be examined, and among others 
Sir Bartle Frere. The Government and the shareholders will be 
alike represented by counsel—the former by the Attorney-General, 
while Mr. Vernon Harcourt, Q.C., has been specially retained to 
lead for the shareholders. 

The Crown Agents for the Colonies lately announced their in- 
tention to receive tenders on every succeeding Thursday, com- 
mencing with the 22nd inst, until further notice, for bills of 
exchange on the Government of Ceylon. At the first biddings, 
which took place on the 22nd, 250,000 rupees were disposed of ; the 
minimum was fixed at 1s. 1ld., and the whole amount was taken 
above that rate. 

The biddings for bills on India took place on the 21st, at the 
Bank of England. The amounts allotted were :—To Calcuttay 
Rs. 18,80,000, and to Madras, Rs. 1,20,000. The minimum price 
was fixed as before, viz., at 1s. 104d. on both Presidencies. Tenders 
at 1s. llyd. will receive about 30 per cent.; those above will be 
allotted in full. These results indicate that the demand for 
means of remittance to India continues upon a steady scale. 

Silver has improved in value $d., having been sold at 5s. 0:d. 
per ounce fur shipment to India, and as there is only a limited 
amount of the metal on the market, there is an expectation that 
the price will further advance, although it is too low at present to 
admit of any importation from the Continent. Mexican dollars 
are quoted 4s, 11d. per ounce, which is also a rise of 4d. 

We hear that an offer of €200,000 has been made for Messrs. 
Dent and Co.’s Hong Kung property.
